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A Question of 
Identity 

Which accused LA crime figure is a friend of a friend of 

Ex-DA Steve Cooley? 



I nternal Revenue Service special 
agents tracking organized crime oper¬ 
ations in Southern California might 
disagree, but Los Angeles’ Sam Solakyan 
is the kind of mil¬ 
lionaire friend any¬ 
one would want—at 
least based on his 
public persona. 
Solakyan enjoys 
a reputation for 
showering gifts, 
especially on law 
enforcement offi¬ 
cials. The 31-year- 
old Armenian who 
immigrated to the 
United States at 
the age of 6 and grew up in North Holly¬ 
wood has given generous sums of money 
to the Burbank Police Department, 
city of Glendale, ex-Drug Enforcement 
Administration agents and California 
Highway Patrol-related officials. 

So it is not necessarily surprising that 
Solakyan would try to come to the rescue 
of Suren Gambaryan, a longtime North 
Hollywood friend who found himself in 
serious trouble earlier this year. But Gam¬ 
baryan (aka “Sonny”) is no cop. Accord¬ 
ing to the IRS Criminal Division, he’s a 
dangerous member of Armenian Power, 
a Southern California crime family with 
outposts in Anaheim. 

In February, IRS agents arrested Gam¬ 
baryan after a federal grand jury issued 
a 132-count, identity-theft indictment 
against him and six other men: Ashot 
Karapetian of North Hollywood, Artak 
Berberyan of Van Nuys, Vigen Tsaturyan 
of Sun Valley, Akop Kantrdzyan of Sylmar, 
Armen Berberyan of Van Nuys, Armen 
Zargaryan of Granada Hills and David 
Samsonyan of Winnetka. 

According to the 50-page indictment, 
the conspirators—all of whom have 
pleaded not guilty—stole identities in Los 
Angeles and Orange counties as part of a 
con game to rob the US. Treasury. Agents 
claim that during a two-year period 
beginning in 2010 the defendants filed 
2,977 fraudulent Form 1040 tax returns 
(many using names of elderly citizens 
who no longer work) seeking $19.3 mil¬ 
lion in imaginary refunds. If the allega¬ 
tions are true, the scam worked well. 
Court records show that the IRS paid 62 
percent of the fake claims for a total loss 
to taxpayers of more than $9,952,000. 

While there’s nothing special 
about identity theft-ring prosecutions 
nowadays, this case—though still in its 
infancy—has taken several fascinat¬ 


ing turns. As a result, the region’s law 
enforcement community is at bitter odds, 
a federal judge is seething and Solakyan 
has found his well-crafted saintly image 
at least temporarily soiled. According 
to a post-indictment affidavit filed by 
Assistant United States Attorney Todd 
T. Tristan, the cop-hugging businessman 
is “a target” in the ongoing, organized 
crime investigation. 

Tristan’s accusation against Solakyan 
is startling because the businessman has 
a stockpile of appreciative letters from 
police agencies. And last year, Solakyan 
hired former Los Angeles County Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Steve Cooley, a man with 
tremendous criminal law knowledge 
but no known corporate law experience, 
to serve as chief legal counsel to Global 
Holdings, Inc., where Solakyan is the sole 
shareholder. According to the California 
Secretary of State’s office, that company 
is one of at least 10 corporate entities con¬ 
trolled by Solakyan, including Paramount 
Management Services and Vital Imaging, 
which has won government contracts 
at the Los Angeles County Jail and the 
United States Navy Research Center. 

In a 2012 Global Holdings brochure, 
Solakyan published a picture of himself 
shaking hands with Cooley and added a 
quote. “When he announced his retire¬ 
ment, I was persistent in convincing him 
to not fully retire just yet,” he said. “I 
know that I can learn a lot from him so 
when he agreed to come aboard I was 
extremely happy.” 

Solakyan learned that he was a suspect 
after he tried to post more than $1.96 mil¬ 
lion in bail for Gambaryan. The govern¬ 
ment claims to have multiple telephone 
recordings of Gambaryan ordering fake 
California driver’s licenses in the scam to 
dupe the IRS. For example, in “call #49” 
the defendant allegedly discusses creat¬ 
ing fake IDs with Santa Ana and Anaheim 
addresses. In another call, he outlines 
ways to avoid law enforcement detection, 
according to court records. 

During the execution of a search war¬ 
rant, agents claim they recovered fake 
driver’s licenses that matched the names 
on the IRS refund checks. As agents 
approached one location for a raid, they 
saw a small computer thumb drive tossed 
from the residence. It purportedly con¬ 
tained a spreadsheet of 109 fake names 
and fake refund requests totaling more 
than $81,000. 

According to Tristan’s court declara¬ 
tions, Solakyan is suspicious for multiple 
reasons, including taking “measures to 
conceal his true residence,” his official 


documents contain misspellings even of 
his own name (a move the prosecutor 
says indicates deception), he owes sev¬ 
eral hundred thousand dollars in income 
tax for his $3.5 million Global Holdings’ 
pay in 2011 and he falsely represented 
himself “to be in law enforcement” when 
questioned by an IRS agent. Adding to 
Tristan’s mistrust is that the businessman 
purchased a badge and a gun-carrying 
permit in 2011 from a discredited (and 
now disbanded), two-person police 
agency 107 miles away in a one gas sta¬ 
tion town, Maricopa, CA. The federal 
prosecutor also alleges in his filings that 
Solakyan has been involved in the medi¬ 
cal transport business, “a known source 
of the identities in this scheme,” and that 
the businessman has “a close relation¬ 
ship” with Gambaryan. 

Kenny Reed—Gambaryan’s well- 
respected, Santa Ana-based defense law¬ 
yer—was shocked that Tristan seemed, 
in his view, to “dishonestly” smear 
Solakyan, “a pillar of the community,” 
for trying to help his client obtain pre¬ 
trial bail. Reed claims that Solakyan is so 
respected in law enforcement in recent 
years “he met with department heads 
of the CIA, FBI, DEA and he toured the 
White House as a guest given a private 
tour.” Reed also suggests that Cooley’s 
association with Solakyan is unquestion¬ 
able proof of his character. 

But Sam Dordulian, a former Los 
Angeles County deputy district attorney 
and Solakyan’s personal lawyer, is most 
incredulous. “I am dismayed at the level 
of unprofessionalism, utter disregard 
for the truth, logic and even reasoning,” 
Dordulian wrote in an April 1 affidavit. 

“It seems the quest to ‘win’ at all cost is 
on full display by [Tristan]... To label my 


client a ‘target’ now simply because he 
had the audacity to offer his properties 
as a surety for an old family friend is an 
inappropriate use of authority.” 

US. Magistrate Judge Arthur Nakazato 
declared on March 27 that Tristan’s filings 
to block Gambaryan’s bail are so far mostly 
based on “unsubstantiated” assertions and 
are “a disgrace ” because the prosecutor’s 
briefs contain “numerous t 3 q)ographical, for¬ 
matting, grammatical and spelling errors.” 

The 16-year judge, normally a favorite 
of prosecutors, hasn’t hidden his con¬ 
tempt for Tristan’s “disorganization.” Yet 
Nakazato, whose parents suffered intern¬ 
ment during World War II, is no sucker. 
He too has his suspicions about Solakyan, 
writing in an order of his “amazement” 
that someone so young could have 
obtained his “apparent wealth.” 

During a heated April 9 hearing inside 
Santa Ana’s Ronald Reagan Federal Court¬ 
house, Tristan renewed his contentions 
that Solakyan’s wealth is derived from 
“illegitimate” funds. Reed exploded at the 
sloppiness of the government’s case-even 
declaring he will “rip open the chest” of 
the IRS agent on the case, Michael J. Wal- 
field, when he lands on the witness stand. 
Nevertheless, Nakazato refused to grant 
Gambaryan’s $3.55 million bail after not¬ 
ing the strength of Tristan’s overall case. 
He ordered an April 22 hearing to resolve 
the issue of Solakyan’s credibility, and he 
issued a warning to the prosecutor. 

“You’ve painted Mr. Solakyan as part of 
the [criminal] operation as a straw man 
or a money launderer,” the judge told 
Tristan. “If so, charge him accordingly. 
But if he turns out to be a solid citizen, 
then there will be hell to pay.”

D ecades later, long after federal authorities deported the last 
of her students, Arietta Kelly still remembered the cactus. 
In the 1920s and 1930s, Kelly had worked as an American¬ 
ization teacher in the citrus camps of Orange County, tasked 
with schooling Mexican immigrants in the art of good citizen¬ 
ship. During the day, she taught women how to sew and cook 
American meals like casseroles and pies; at night, the Michigan 
native recited basic English phrases before audiences of men 
so that they could use them at work. She bounced across the 
colonias (worker colonies) of North County, from La Habra to

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THE LOST MEXICANS OF THE BASTANCHURY RANCH 


In 1968, Betty Schmidt with the Cen¬ 
ter for Oral and Public History (COPH) 
at Cal State Fullerton interviewed Kelly 
about her days at the Ranch—and that’s 
when Kelly brought up the cactus. By 
then 70 years old, the maestra fondly 
recalled the Bastanchury Mexicans, who 
had created a society of their own far 
removed from the rest of Orange County 
They were so grateful for Kelly’s tutor¬ 
ship that women frequently invited her 
to their ramshackle homes for dinner 
and a bit of south-of-the-border hospital¬ 
ity. Kelly singled out the cooking of one 
woman because, as she told her inter¬ 
viewer, “One of the things that she served 
so frequently that I was fond of was what 


she called ‘nopalitos,’ which are the little 
tiny shoots of the cactus.” 

Schmidt asked from where did the 
unnamed Mexican woman buy the nopal¬ 
itos. “There were big cactus” all around 
the Bastanchury territory, Kelly said. 

“And then when the spring came they 
would come up; why, when the shoots 
would come up, [the Mexican woman] 
would cut them off and peel them and 
slice them down and cut them up in little 
bits.” 

The rest of Kelly’s interview, tran¬ 
scribed and available for reading at the 
COPH archives, is filled with similarly 
pastoral anecdotes, stories about riding a 
bicycle, about another Mexican woman

who pronounced “cheese” as “Jesus,” and 
about her role in helping orchard growers 
fight strikers during the 1936 Citrus War. 
But when Schmidt asked about the fate of 
her students at the Ranch, Kelly’s sharp 
memory quickly became spotty. 

“Well, I think many of them went back 
to Mexico because work was scarcer and 
some of them had accumulated a little 
bit of money and so I knew of quite a few 
families that packed up and they drove 
back—in old jalopies—back to Mexico— 
the ones I happen to know of,” Kelly said. 


“Now, others may have gone by some 
other method, I don’t know.” 

In fact, the Mexicans who lived on the 
Bastanchury Ranch in the early 1930s 
were subject to one of the largest mass 
deportations in Orange County history, 
with hundreds of them in late March of 
1933—single men and families, Mexican 
nationals and American citizens—thrown 
onto trains bound for Mexico, carrying 
with them only the clothes on their backs 
and whatever belongings they could lug 
along. Almost overnight, a vibrant com¬ 
munity vanished, the homes of former 
residents demolished, its memory bull¬ 
dozed into wealthy neighborhoods, the 
few surviving scraps locked in university 
archives or in the recollections of those 
few families that escaped exile. 

Eighty years ago this spring, officials

deported hundreds of legal residents 
whose only crime was being Mexican 
during the Great Depression—and Orange 
County has tried to forget ever since. 


T he Bastanchury family is familiar to 
generations of Southern California 
residents and scholars alike, and not 
just because of their namesake road, 
which unspools through the hills of Ful¬ 
lerton, Brea, Placentia and Yorba Linda. 
The Basque clan were one of Orange 
County’s first national celebrities, a 
dynasty whose patriarch, Domingo, 
arrived at what’s now Fullerton in the 
1860s and eventually acquired about 
10,000 acres of desolate terrain: for 
decades, his house was just one of two 
between Anaheim and Los Angeles. 
Originally using his holdings as grazing 
lands for sheep, Domingo’s four sons 
eventually turned the Ranch into an agri¬ 
culture and livestock powerhouse: 1,500 
acres devoted to black-eyed peas, 500 
acres for lima beans; hundreds of acres of 
walnut orchards and fields that, by 1928, 
sold more than 50 percent of California’s 
tomatoes; 10 acres of Berkshire hog pens; 
and canneries and two packing houses 
that boxed the Ranch’s riches for sale to 
the rest of America. Oil money came in 
the form of a legal settlement, and some 
of the water drawn from artesian wells 
for irrigation was sold publicly as Bas¬ 
tanchury Water, a brand that existed for 
decades. The estate was so sprawling that 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe and 
Union Pacific railroads built spurs near 
the packing houses, the easier to pick 
up the bounty, while the Pacific Electric 
Railway kept two stations within Ranch 
limits. Managers had to cut up the Ranch 
into sections with their own supervisors, 
just to handle ever 5 Thing properly. 

But the crown jewel of the Bastan- 
churys was their 3,000-acre citrus grove, 
rows of Valencia orange and lemon trees 
that went up and down the Ranch, held 
in place by terrace farming. On the fam¬ 
ily’s stationery and on the labels for their 
orange crates, marketed under the Model, 
Basque, Daily, Popular and Golden Ram 
brands, read the slogan “The World’s 
Largest Orange and Lemon Orchard,” a 
claim no one bothered to dispute. 

Domingo’s sons were fiercely proud of 
their accomplishments and never shied 
away from boasting about what they had 
willed up from what many considered 
remote badlands. “Some of my ideas were 
discountenanced by scientific men, by 
farm bureau men,” Gaston Bastanchury 
told the California Citrograph, the bible 
of the Golden State’s citrus industry, in 
1923. He was the public face of the family, 
a man who frequently made the society 
pages for his many trips abroad, a tycoon 
so rich that he once offered heavyweight 
champion Jack Dempsey an $800,000 
purse if the Manassa Mauler would fight 
on the Ranch, in a custom-built arena 
Gaston promised would seat 135,000 
people. “I felt that I knew what we could 
do and kept on. But the fact remains 
that these old brown hills—and you can 
still see hundreds of acres in that same 
state around us—have produced trees 
and those trees are beginning to return 
something on the investment of labor and 
money which have been put into them.” 


Life was fabulous on the Ranch—it 
became the center of Basque life in 
Southern California, featuring weekend- 
long parties filled with traditional lunches 
and dinners. There was even a handball 
court so that nostalgic men could play the 
jai alai of their youth. But to create their 
dreamland, the Bastanchurys needed 
cheap labor—first. Native Americans, then 
fellow Basques and a smattering of Japa¬ 
nese. By the 1920s, though, cheap labor 
in Southern California agriculture meant 
Mexican workers, and the Bastanchurys 
began recruiting across the Southwest 
and abroad, uniting with fellow Orange 
County orchard owners to lobby Con¬ 
gress for relaxed immigration laws, argu¬ 
ing only Mexicans could properly work 
with oranges. 

“Our experience shows us that the 
white man does not like the tedious rou¬ 
tine work of picking and will promptly 
leave this for any other job available, even 
at smaller wages,” wrote J. A. Prizer, 
manager of the Placentia Orange Grow¬ 
ers Association, in a prepared statement 
given to Congress in 1928. At that same 
hearing, Prizer revealed that county 
growers used the Bastanchurys’ worker 
rolls to determine how many Mexicans 
they needed to run a successful operation. 
“The Mexican, by nature, seems to be 
peculiarly adapted to this class of work. 
He is patient, and apparently enjoys the 
work itself.” 

And so the Bastanchurys brought in 
hundreds of Mexicans. A contemporary 
of the dynasty derided the Ranch as 
“their own private kingdom in the Ful¬ 
lerton hills,” isolated from the rest of civi¬ 
lization, and it wasn’t far from the truth: 
while grower-sponsored worker camps 
sprang up across Orange County’s citrus 
belt, the Bastanchurys’ orange pickers 
lived like serfs. 

“[The Bastanchurys] had the Old 
World feudalistic attitude toward their 
farm hand,” wrote Druzilla Mackey, 
an Americanization teacher in Orange 
County alongside Arleta Kelly, in a 1949 
history of education in Fullerton. She had 
no problem with the workers, describing 
them as “always the poorest of our Mexi¬ 
cans, the most friendly and also the most 
idealistic.” But she openly despised the 
Bastanchurys, writing “they felt gener¬ 
ous in allowing these squatters to estab¬ 
lish homes on their ranch and could not 
comprehend its danger to the health and 
morality of the community as a whole.” 

Mackey described abodes constructed 
from sheet iron, discarded fence posts, 
sign boards, even rusted bed springs— 
whatever detritus Mexicans could 
find in the Ranch’s trash dump; Kelly 
remembered one built of “cartons and 
wood and pieces of tin.” Some houses 
were half-wood, half-canvas. Few had 
running water; nearly all had outside, 
shared toilets. Rains turned everything 
into a swamp; despite the abundance of 
artesian water, families had to draw their 
own from irrigation ditches and carry it 
via buckets to their homes. Once a week, 
a grocery wagon arrived with fresh pro¬ 
duce and meat—a necessity, since almost 
no one had refrigeration because there 
was little electricity. Some homes had 
dirt fioors, some were just tents. Elsie 
Carlson, who taught the Ranch’s Mexican

thusly: “I felt like a missionary.” 

The conditions endured by the Bastan- 
chury Mexicans became something of a 
county scandal; a newspaper expose, lost 
to history but cited by Kelly in her COPH 
oral history, mentioned the “exceedingly 
primitive and poverty stricken” condition 
of the camp, which upset the Bastan- 
churys and their management. But after 
organizing by the Americanization teach¬ 
ers and the Rev. Graham C. Hunter of the 
First Presbyterian Church of Fullerton, 
the Ranch finally relented and built 
homes for workers with potable water in 
1927, along with a wooden classroom for 
first", second", and third-graders—tell¬ 
ingly, the Basque and white children on 
the Ranch were bussed to the “white” 
schools in the Fullerton fiatlands, while 
the Mexican children on the Ranch had 
to trudge at least a half mile to school on 
dirt roads through orchards. 

A community grew. The 1920 census 
showed only a few Mexicans living on 
the Ranch; by the 1930 census, the official 
count was 411. It had grown so much that 
the U.S. Census Bureau gave the Bastan- 
churys their own designated tract, split 


in bigger ones. A monthly dance was held 
at the schoolhouse, and the Americaniza¬ 
tion teachers frequently presented their 
Mexican pupils to the Fullerton popula¬ 
tion at large as proof of their good work, 
affairs that earned approving write-ups in 
the Fullerton News Tribune and the Santa 
Ana Register. No one was an illegal immi¬ 
grant; all the Bastanchury Mexicans were 
either American citizens or sponsored by 
their hosts, with most originating from 
Tepic, Jalisco. 

This bucolic life couldn’t last. In 
October 1931, at the height of the Great 
Depression, the Bastanchurys shocked 
Orange County by announcing they had 
debts of $2 million and were placing their 
beloved Ranch into a receivership. The 
celebrated citrus grove wasn’t producing; 
it turned out that the soil on the Ranch 
wasn’t conducive to large-scale, long¬ 
term growing, just as the old-timers had 
tried to tell the Bastanchurys. 

But something more nefarious had 
infested the Ranch as well. In just three 
years. Orange County politicians had 
gone from begging Congress for more 
Mexican labor to demanding that those 



into six colonias: Tia Juana, Mexicali, 
Escondido, Coyote, Santa Fe and San 
Quintin, which some ominously called El 
Hoyo—The Hole. Tia Juana was the larg¬ 
est, then Mexicali, and they were around 
what’s now Laguna Lake Park in Fuller¬ 
ton; the rest gravitated near what’s now 
St. Jude Hospital. Stand-alone shacks 
remained dotted throughout the Ranch. 

“I think they were very happy people, 
really, they lived a very simple life, but it 
was probably somewhat better than the 
life they lived in Mexico,” Kelly said, and 
the Mexicans made do with what they 
had. Though the houses were downtrod¬ 
den, they were well kept, with gardens 
of fiowers and vegetables prettying the 
environment. Mothers sent their children 
off to school scrubbed clean and dressed 
in their Sunday best. During the major 
Mexican holidays—Mexican Indepen¬ 
dence Day, Cinco de Mayo and Dia de 
los Muertos—the colonias held their own 
private celebrations or traveled together 
to Placentia and Los Angeles to partake

workers give up their jobs, homes and 
lives to whites and return to Mexico. By 
1931, federal agents were raiding barrios 
and colonias across Southern California, 
rounding up legal residents and American 
citizens of Mexican descent alike, and 
deporting them to Mexico; upon arriving, 
the Mexicans were forced to give up their 
legal papers allowing entry back into the 
States. Taking a kinder approach, church, 
civic and business groups asked Mexicans 
to leave, vowing to pay their train fare. 
Even the Mexican Consulate, not wishing 
to anger their American neighbors, orga¬ 
nized return trips back, with promises of 
jobs that somehow never materialized. 

Without the family’s patronage, the 
Bastanchury Mexicans were threatened. 
In the fall of 1932, the Mexican Consulate 
helped to organize a meeting in Fuller- 
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ton to figure out how immigrants could 
stave off repatriation. The government’s 
deportation campaigns had begun in 
Orange County, organized by the local 
Department of Welfare. The consulate’s 
Orange County representative, Santa 
Ana resident Lucas Lucio, accompanied 
deported Mexicans from the Santa Ana 
train station to Union Station in Los 
Angeles, where he would then join them 
on a Southern Pacific train to El Paso 
to ensure they weren’t further abused. 
Even 45 years later, in an interview with 
a professor, the experience made Lucio 
shudder. 

“At the station in Santa Ana, hundreds 
of Mexicans came and there was quite 
a lot of crying,” he said. “The men were 
pensive and the majority of the children 
and mothers were crying.” Lucio told 
the story of how on one trip, when the 
train didn’t stop in El Paso but rather 
proceeded into Juarez, there was “a ter¬ 
rible cry... many did not want to cross the 
border... a disaster, because the majority 
of the families were separated. There was 
no way for anyone to try to leave the train 
or run or complete their desire to return 
to the United States.” 


I n Eebruary of 1933, the Bastanchurys’ 
empire was auctioned from the steps 
of the Orange County Courthouse and 
put under new management; within five 
days, a hundred unemployed white men 
swarmed the Ranch, confident white 
ownership would give them a job. The era 
of the Bastanchury Mexicans was about 
to end. 

Sometime that spring, new manage¬ 
ment and a consortium of white busi¬ 
ness, political and civic leaders went to 
the Ranch’s schoolhouse and told the 
Mexicans they had to leave. “The Ameri¬ 
canization centers in which these people 
had been taught how to buy homes and 
make themselves a part of the American 
community,” Mackey wrote 18 years 
later, “were now used for calling together 
assemblages in which county welfare 
workers explained to bewildered audi¬ 
ences that their small jobs would now 
be taken over by the white men, that 
they were no longer needed nor wanted 
in these United States.” As a last-ditch 
effort, she paraded her Americanization 
students in front of a men’s civic group 
as she always had, desperately trying to 
show that the Bastanchury Mexicans 
were worthy of staying. But it didn’t 
work. 

“And so,” she concluded, “one morn¬ 
ing we saw nine train-loads of our dear 
friends roll away back to the windowless, 
dirt-floored homes we had taught them to 
despise.” 

On Friday, March 31, a week after 
Mackey’s efforts, 437 Mexicans—“mostly 
children,” according to the News Tribune, 
and almost all from the Ranch—were 
herded onto nine passenger trains, one 
bound for Nogales, another to Juarez. 

The local media tried to paint the Mexi¬ 
cans as welfare cases—“Repatriation of 
Mexicans Eases Burden,” read a headline 
in the Santa Ana Register—and pointed 
out that the Mexican government prom¬ 
ised jobs to their repatriated countrymen 
upon their return. In reality, the Mexi¬ 
cans were left penniless in a country that 


parents hadn’t visited in years and their 
American-born children simply didn’t 
know. Few, if any, ever returned to Orange 
County. 

It was the largest mass deportation 
in county history, and stung those few 
people who witnessed the episode for 
the rest of their lives. Lucio recalled they 
“were very poor...went on the half fare of 
the Southern Paciflc.” Juanita Ferraris, 
granddaughter of Domingo Bastanchury, 
told the News Tribune in 1955 that it was 
“one of the saddest sights I’ve ever seen.” 

And they departed with work available 
on the Ranch: in April, the new owners 
announced in the News Tribune that they 
were looking for “local men” to hire; in 
May, they revealed they already shipped 
55,000 boxes of lemons in just two 
months—since the Mexicans left. 

The Ranch’s six colonias were eradi¬ 
cated; by June of that year, the school- 
house was moved to another school and 
turned into a soup kitchen. Houses were 
either sold off to other citrus camps or 
simply demolished and tossed back into 
the scrap heap from where they came. 
Years later, a Fullerton council member 
told the COHP that the 1930 census 
showed that the city had 10,882 residents; 
in 1940, that flgure shrank to 10,300. 
Bewildered, he admitted, “We Anally 
found out that the reason for the popula¬ 
tion loss was because we lost the workers 
up” at the Ranch. Figures from the 1940 
census reviewed by the Weekly showed 
that not a single Mexican listed as liv¬ 
ing on the Bastanchury’s estate in 1930 
remained. 

Some of the Bastanchury Mexicans, 
however, did evade the deportation train. 
One of those was the family of Fullerton 
resident Cuca Morales. Born in 1927, her 
birth certiflcate lists her place of birth as 
the “Tia Juanita Camp” at the Ranch. Her 
memories are clouded not by age—her 
mind is as sharp as someone half her 
age—but rather by the fact that she was 
only flve when her parents were forced to 
move away. 

At her home, in a housing tract set 
aside for veterans when she and her 
husband bought it in the 1950s, Morales 
keeps many photos from those days. 

One shows her as a baby, held by her 
mother, as Cuca’s father, who worked as 
a lemon picker, plays the violin and an 
unnamed man accompanies him on gui¬ 
tar. In another, she’s a toddler standing 
by her mother’s side in a group shot of 
women who took Mackey’s Americaniza¬ 
tion classes. Behind them, rows of citrus 
groves stretch over the horizon. 

“My grandpa used to be the man who 
would hold the dances” at the school- 
house, she says. “I’d stand by him while 
my mom accepted the money.” And she 
also remembered Maria Bastanchury, the 
dowager of the Ranch. “She was a stingy 
lady,” the octogenarian says with a laugh. 
“After workers harvested the walnuts 
every season, she’d be raking through the 
leaves, looking for more.” 

Morales says she only knew of one 
family repatriated to Mexico, that of her 
brother’s godparents—“and he cried for 
months after they left,” she remembered. 
Everyone else she knew moved on to 
other colonias, or the barrios of Santa 
Ana, La Habra and Anaheim. “My dad

back to Mexico, but Mom [who was born 
in Arizona to Mexican immigrants] said, 
‘No, we’re going to stay here—if you want 
to go, you can.’ ” 

To remain. Morales’ parents went 
to Gaston Bastanchury, who fixed her 
father’s papers—but they still had to 
leave the Ranch. The family sold their 
house for a Buick, and they ended up liv¬ 
ing in La Habra’s Alta Vista camp, where 
Morales grew up before moving to Ful¬ 
lerton, where she raised a family and has 
lived ever since. 

Her parents “never talked about” the 
disappearance of the Bastanchury Mexi¬ 
can colonias. “I remember one time my 
mom said that they were poorer on the 
Ranch. And when I bought my house in 
Fullerton, she said, ‘I don’t like Fuller¬ 
ton,’ but never said why.” Morales kept 
in contact with former residents of Tia 
Juana but has never dwelled on its impor¬ 
tance. But her daughter Clara—a retired 
employee of the United Auto Workers— 
does. “You still have families who came 
from the Bastanchury Ranch around 
town,” she says. “One time, I was at the 
bank, and somehow, someone asked [one 
of the customers] where was she born. 
‘The Bastanchury Ranch,’ she said. It 
sounded like she was proud that she was 
from there.” 

“Most of the people who were born 
there are dead,” Cuca suddenly said. 

“But it’s part of history,” Clara shoots 
back. “And it should be noted. Instead, 
people want to forget us.” 

To remember, Clara drives her mother 
through the streets of what was the Bas¬ 
tanchury Ranch—“what’s now a bunch of 
rich people’s homes,” she cracks. “Mom 
always appreciates going down Gilbert 
[Street] and Euclid [Avenue]. To see the 
cactus.” 


I t’s spring again, and the hills of Ful¬ 
lerton are blooming. Native shrubs like 
coyote brush. Southern willow scrub 
and California sagebrush feature new 
branches; flowering plants like yellow sun 
cups, purple phacelia and orange mon- 
keyflowers bloom. Hikers and bikers zip 
along trails and streets, most ending up at 
Laguna Lake Park off Euclid. 

Across the street is the Robert E. Ward 
Nature Preserve, a fenced-off section of 
the West Coyote Hills that developers 
have long eyed to turn into more ranch-

style homes. This is the heart of what 
was the Bastanchury Ranch—and from 
the parking lot of Sunny Hills Church of 
Christ you can see the earth alive with the 
new shoots of prickly pear cactus. 

It was near here where the Ranch 
schoolhouse existed, here where its 
workers came to trim the nopalitos that 
grew anew every spring, where a com¬ 
munity lived and loved and learned. And 
it’s these cacti that nearly everyone inter¬ 
viewed about the Ranch—from Arietta 
Kelly to Druzilla Mackey, Elsie Carlson 
to Cuca Morales, and so many more- 
brought up as the sole surviving remnant 
of the Bastanchury Mexicans, the sight 
always prompting them to recall the for¬ 
gotten past. 

Those memories never made any 
Orange County narratives. Although 
mentions of the Ranch colonias dot the 
COHP archives, only a few people ever 
access them. Those who lived through 
its demise mostly kept their memories to 
themselves, saving photos in albums not 
available to the public. No full examina¬ 
tion of the Bastanchury Mexicans exists: 
the only two academic texts to even 
mention them are Gilbert G. Gonzalez’s 
seminal 1994 study of Orange County’s 
Mexican orange pickers. Labor and Com¬ 
munity: Mexican Citrus Worker Villages 
in a Southern California County, 1900- 
1950, and Francisco E. Balderrama and 
Raymond Rodriguez’s Decade of Betrayal: 
Mexican Repatriation in the 1930s—and 
the former only devotes a few paragraphs, 
while the latter has but a sentence. 

But if the Ward Nature Preserve’s colo¬ 
nies of cacti are the last-standing legacy 
of the lost Mexicans of the Bastanchury 
Ranch, then it’s an almost cosmic land¬ 
mark. The nopal is the ultimate metaphor 
for Mexicans, displayed on the Mexican 
fiag as a reminder of who they are. It’s 
a plant that grows best in inhospitable 
conditions where little else can exist, one 
you can hack at but will still give, still 
thrive. And there on the Fullerton hills, 
long after the decline of the Ranch and 
the scattering of the Bastanchury Mexi¬ 
cans, the cactus plants stand sentry 80 
years later, the most beautiful, nourishing 
memorial imaginable.

I t's fitting that Taco Nazo is all the way 
up in La Habra, off the second-to-last 
intersection in Orange County before we 
turn into Whittier, because its DNA is far 
more LA than OC. It's part of a legendary 
San Gabriel Valley chain, one that makes 
fish tacos that usually make anyone's list 
of the five bestfish tacos in Los Angeles 
County. The restaurant's layout—expan¬ 
sive, painted bright blue, with ordering at 
the counter and your food announced to 
everyone via tinny speakers—is straight 
out of Whittier Boulevard (which, inciden¬ 
tally enough, begins just a couple of blocks 
away in Brea). The Marco Antonio Solis 
crooning on the speakers would never 
pass muster at a SanTana dive. And noth¬ 
ing against La Habra, Seal Beach or Los 
Alamitos, but Taco Nazo's 562 area code 
fundamentally makes it an alien in our 
strange land. 

The hype is largely right about Taco 
Nazo's main dish: the fish taco is fluffy 
crunch at its most ethereal, the fish 
encased in clouds of golden batter, the 
flesh buttery and silky, the stream of crema 
slightly sour, slightly spicy, as refreshing 
as their agua de pina, and what ties every¬ 
thing together. Even better are the shrimp 
tacos, a colony of them smushed together 
and encased in that wondrous batter. And 
I actually think the best thing Taco Nazo 
sells are the fish and shrimp tortas, the bold 
flavors of their stars expanded upon a hefty 
bolillo—after eating through one of these 
behemoths, you're almost tempted to leave 
the fish taco cult altogether just to worship 
this god. 

So my reservations about Taco Nazo? 
Their house salsas are forgettable. The 
serving offish or shrimp, while gener¬ 
ous, overwhelms the small, factory-made 
tortillas—and those tortillas taste more 
like GRUMAthan anything Mexican. The 
options of meat tacos and combo plates, 
while necessary to ensure a gabacho cli¬ 
entele, ultimately distract. The ceviche and 
cocteles are so-so. I'm not going to argue 
with a company older than me, but people 
should stick to the fish and shrimp tacos 
and tortas at Taco Nazo, and leave the rest 
of the menu for pendejos. But its LA ways 
are more than welcome, especially their 
roasted chile guero, a marvel of botany sim¬ 
ply dressed in salt and pepper, something 
so stupendous you'll eat it to its stem and 
think of swallowing that, too. The first one is 
free; any more will cost you—but you didn't 
drive all the way up Beach or across all of 
North County just for one, you know?

I counted exactly two parking spots 
outside the Pocket Burger Shack, and 
I’m pretty sure one of them is actually 
for the tattoo parlor next door. The new 
restaurant is that small, with barely three 
tables butted up against the wall in a room 
with a maximum seating capacity of about 
six. If it didn’t make a two-fisted burger fit 
for a king, you might consider the place a 
concession stand more than a restaurant. 

It inherited the “pocket” part of its name 
from Pocket Pita, the 5 nimmy g 5 T 0 joint that 
used to occupy the space. I’m glad it kept 
that moniker because I couldn’t imagine 
a better descriptor for it—it is the size of a 
pocket. 

Surfer bric-a-brac adorns the wall, along 
with a few 3-by-5 prints of smiling family 
members at some unnamed beach hung by 
string and clothespin, but the Pocket Burger 
Shack’s kitchen dominates the room. A 
Thai woman (who I believe is named 
Melissa) and her husband, a blond dude 
with a ponytail who doesn’t speak so much 
as nod, man the deep-fat fryers, a griddle, a 
stove and a cold-prep station. When you eat 
here, even if you’re outside at the oil drum 
repurposed as a round table, you’ll hear the 
metal-on-metal clank of his spatula on that 
griddle and smell the simple, reassuring 
aroma of sizzling animal protein. He starts 
the burger from the same kind of standard 
frozen, machine-formed beef patties you 
might have bought from Smart & Final for 
your last Fourth of July barbeque, but what 
they manage to transform it into is some¬ 
how much more glorious. 

For the house burger called “The 


Pocket,” the truism that anything can be 
made better with a fried egg, crunchy bacon 
and melted provolone cheese turns into a 
revelation. These essential elements glue 
everything together and heighten the other 
toppings: the avocado cut into big wedges, 
the right amount of onion, the thick-cut 
tomatoes, and even the single sheet of leaf 
lettuce that doesn’t do much except act as 
a moisture barrier for the griddle-toasted 
sesame-seed bun. And when you cradle 
this burger in your palms, peeling back 
the paper as you bite deeper and deeper, 
juices trickle down your arm. By the time 
you finish, you’ll lick the drippings and 
conclude that this burger was made like a 
burger should—not slapped together, but 
rather constructed by someone who cared 
about what the end product will look and 
taste like. Even the standard shoestring 
fries that accompany each burger seem the 
best versions of themselves, lifted out of the 
oil golden and deposited into the basket still 
sizzling hot just seconds after the burgers 
are assembled. 

The Pocket offers other burgers and 
other sandwiches, including a grilled 
cheese and PB&J, but they really need to 
just serve that epon 5 miously named burger 
and only that burger. In fact, it trumps a 
tri-tip sandwich the restaurant advertises 
on the marquee facing PCH. And the tri¬ 
tip is actually quite good, consisting of 
unnaturally tender steak cut into short 
strips, griddled with onion and peppers, 
doused with squirts of a too-sweet teriyaki 
and then dumped onto a spongy roll that’s 
nearly blotted out by all that meat. 


Truth is, though, I would not have gone 
all this way to Sunset Beach if the Pocket 
didn’t also offer something called the 
Phuket Chicken Bowl. When you read the 
menu, the thing kind of just jumps out at 
you, telling you nearly everything you need 
to know about the owners. The dish is an 
autobiography by proxy and was just as I 
imagined it would be—a bowl of rice, boiled 
carrots and broccoli, topped with chicken 
strips colored yellow by turmeric, and 
drizzled with the same kind of lip-smack¬ 
ing peanut sauce a proper Thai restaurant 
would use for its satays. The bowl is good 
and gut-filling, but kind of basic and per¬ 
haps unnecessary in light of that burger. 

It’s actually not even the greatest Thai 
item the Pocket serves. On the sunny 
Saturday afternoon I went, they were 
experimenting with homemade egg rolls, 
fat golden cylinders bursting with ground 
pork and glass noodle, served with Thai 
sweet chile sauce, and presented three per 
order, each egg roll resting on a swooping 
leaf of lettuce so the skin on your finger 
doesn’t get burned off by the hot oil. And 
for dessert, the Pocket Burger Shack makes 
a legitimate roti—a thick, oily Thai crepe 
rolled up into a stogie and sweetened with 
condensed milk. It’s one of the essential 
roadside foods of Southeast Asia—and it’s 
about time it found a place alongside its 
sister burger as one of the glories of PCH.

T asty Noodle House’s specialties are 
vast and all encompassing. There’s 
everything from Shanghai soup 
dumplings to stinky tofu to cold noodles 
slicked oily with peanut sauce. There are 
delicate, greaseless fried fingers of fish sea¬ 
soned with seaweed, and snake gourd sim¬ 
mered in a thickened, clear gravy sprin¬ 
kled with near-pulverized dried shrimp. 
The beef noodle soups are formidable. 
I’ve only just begun to crack the surface 
of a menu that will take years to explore. 
But among all that I’ve tried so far, I 
already have a favorite, the one dish that I 
keep ordering again and again, visit after 
visit, takeout after takeout: the salted egg 
with bitter melon and scrambled egg. 

Rare is the food that does what it says 
and means what it does more honestly 
than bitter melon. No bones about it: 
bitter melon is bitter. If the flavor had a 
color, it would be whatever the opposite 
of sunlight would be. Detractors often say 


that bitter melon tastes that way because 
it’s a deterrent; they’ll say this plant is not 
meant to be eaten. Tell that to hundreds 
of millions of Filipinos, Indians, Chinese 
and Okinawans, who know it’s healthy 
and very refreshing. 

Tasty Noodle House’s rendition, made 
with crumbled, salted egg as well as 
scrambled egg, is kind of amazing. It’s as 
greasy as a stir-fry can get, but the bit¬ 
terness answers the grease, and the two 
kinds of egg balance the bitterness. Also, 
the more you reheat the leftovers, the bet¬ 
ter the bitter melon tastes, which is not to 
say it becomes less bitter or more mellow, 
just softer. Besides, you want that bracing 
bitterness. It makes you feel... alive!

The Great Awakening at 
Steamer’s Jazz Club 

W hen the Great Awakening arrives 
at your table sitting in a cham¬ 
pagne coupe, all a-glistening in the 
candlelight, the first thing you should 
do is smell it. Clean citrus gathers in 
your schnozz and eventually coalesces 
into the scent of a wonderful, alcoholic 
creamsicle. The drink is a pale, canary 
yellow in color, with a generous layer of 
creamy-white foam; it looks like some¬ 
thing Marie Antoinette would drink while 
sitting on a plump, gilded cushion. Buffalo 
Trace and Nouvelle-Orleans absinthe 
are shaken with a Lillet Blanc reduction, 
Cointreau, lemon and an egg white to 
make the foam. 

But, wait: this is Steamer's, the legend¬ 
ary jazz club that has held hip down in 
downtown Fullerton almost longer than 
everyone—huh? Recently, bartend¬ 
ers Sean Schickling and Lucie Wood 
overhauled the cocktail menu to ride the 
craft-booze wave. They based their Great 
Awakening on a Prohibition-era cocktail 
called the Corpse Survivor 2, but gave it a 
much more romantic name. 



THE DRINK 

It tastes like a lemon meringue pie in a glass, 
and Lucie calls it "the ultimate morning 
drink." Similar to an Orange Julius, its light 
citrus flavor is refreshing and balanced, and 
the egg-white foam lingers on your palate 
with its creamy comfort. Lucie says that most 
OC residents are still uncomfortable with the 
thought of drinking raw egg white, but trust 
us: people have been drinking fizzes since 
before the Volstead Act. "Besides," Lucie 
says, laughing, "the amount of alcohol in 
there would kill anything." So stop being an 
anti-foam-ite, and drink!

42 almost makes a f lesh-and-blood man of its hero

A likable hagiography as nuanced as 
a plaque at the Cooperstown Hall 
of Fame, Brian Helgeland’s Jackie 
Robinson bio 42 finds a politic solution 
to the challenge Quentin Tarantino faced 
last year with Django Unchained: How to 
craft a crowd-pleasing multiplex period 
piece whose villain is, essentially, “all 
white people”? 

Helgeland solves this by being ingra¬ 
tiating, sometimes too much so. A 
newsreel-style opening offers the histori¬ 
cal context Hollywood can’t trust high 
schools to have provided; in it narrator 
Andre Holland toasts to “the greatest gen¬ 
eration”—an honorific that takes on ironic 
weight as the film amasses its consider¬ 
able power. Sure, they licked Hitler, but 
how can we call these folks the greatest 
Americans ever when they freed up their 
afternoons to head down to the ballpark 
and shout “nigger” at Jackie Robinson? 

“I realize that attitude is part of your 
cultural heritage,” Harrison Ford rumbles 
as Branch Rickey, the general manager of 
the Brooklyn Dodgers, to a minor-league 
coach who expresses distaste about taking 
Robinson on with the Montreal Royals, 
previously a whites-only team. (“Montreal 
Royals”: has so much major-league fail¬ 
ure ever been built into a single name?) 
That coach comes around, because he 
and Rickey—to flip a racist phrase of the 
day—are each one of the good ones, white 
folks who transcend their upbringing and 
become credits to their race. 

In the first half, grand moments of Rob¬ 
inson’s life (and American history) drift 


past like parade floats: well-crafted, inci¬ 
dentally arresting, but not strung together 
into a dramatic narrative. Chadwick 
Boseman, who stars as Robinson, at first 
seems given only two things to play: quiet 
confidence at the plate and even quieter 
stoicism when insulted by white people. 
He aces both, but he and the movie both 
get more interesting the closer Robinson 
gets to the Dodgers and Ebbets Field— 
here a video-game re-creation that never 
quite fools the eye. 

In the majors, we have a story, one that 
grows more and more compelling right up 
until the ridiculously protracted, climac¬ 
tic slo-mo base running. Some Dodgers 
revolt against Robinson’s arrival, hotels 
refuse to book the team on the road, 
and then there are the death threats, the 
pitchers aiming for his face and the Phila¬ 
delphia coach who actually shouts, “You 
don’t belong here! Get that through your 
thick monkey skull!” A dusty intimacy 
distinguishes the baseball scenes, which 
are excellent, if abbreviated. Robinson’s 
duels with pitchers are especially involv¬ 
ing, both at the plate and on base, where 
he harrows the bastards like Bugs Bunny 
might Elmer Fudd. Helgeland’s commit¬ 
ment to ball-game detail invigorates the 
film; besides the rousing pitch outs, we’re 
treated to announcer Red Barber deeming 
a game “tighter than a new pair of shoes 
on a rainy day,” and a 10-year-old boy 
explaining a balk to his mother. 

As Robinson takes the white world’s 
abuse, Boseman’s eyes moisten, redden 
and finally seem to scab over with anger 


and hurt. Those scabs get ripped off, 
once, courtesy of that Philly coach and a 
couple tough at-bats. Boseman—so adept 
at holding back, at suffering— at last gets 
to rage. Off the field, he shatters a bat and 
howls, a moment of welcome rawness 
that Helgeland immediately balms with

avuncular words from Ford’s pleasantly 
absurd Rickey. In the role. Ford plumbs 
the depths of his voice box, and phlegms 
up his breathing; he sounds like Walter 
Matthau doing Nixon. After the fighting- 
senior nonsense of that last Indiana Jones 
movie, he’s finally playing an old man for 
real, hunched over, tweeded out George 
Will-style, and never even close to punch¬ 
ing anybody. 

Rickey integrates baseball against its 
will, and Robinson, of course, wins over 
the Flatbush Faithful. But this isn’t pre¬ 
sented as the usual victory for principled 
liberalism. The movie is engineered to 
appeal to what Variety calls a “faith- 
based audience”—which, really, describes 
anyone who still finds hope enough to 
pony up for movie tickets. Rickey insists 
that the only color he cares about is 
green, as in the money black ballplayers 
are bound to bring in. For most of the 


film he’s a free-market integrationist, a 
best-case example of the argument that 
the greater good is yoked to the invisible 
hand. A devout Methodist, his quotations 
from scripture add to 42’s steady hum of 
good-book moralizing. There’s little of 
the drinking or swearing you’d expect in 
a baseball movie, and Rickey even gets to 
preach against adultery. (The Bible verses 
segregationists used to support their 
cause are conspicuously absent.) 

Boseman mostly manages to play 
a flesh-and-blood man despite 42’s 
attempts to present him as a statue just 
unveiled. Helgeland limits the scope to 
Robinson’s first major league season, 
so we’re spared the usual through-the- 
decades biopic rush. Another boon: 
Robinson’s marriage is a happy one, and 
Nicole Beharie, playing his wife, gets to 
smile and talk baseball rather than endure 
the usual long-suffering bride-of-the- 
famous-man routine. 

Still, the movie sugars up Robinson’s 
story, and like too many period pieces it 
summons some vague idea of a warmer, 
simpler past by bathing everything in 
thick amber light, as if each scene is 
one of those preserved mosquitoes that 
begat the monsters of Jurassic Park. It’s 
the honeyed light of nostalgia, but what 
exactly about this 1947 are we supposed 
to yearn for today? That era’s more-open 
racism? The suffering endured by anyone 
who stood up to it? The novelty of a black 
man taking a previously white job—and 
catching serious hell for it every single 
day? 

Let’s go with “afternoon games.”

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ADMISSION Tina Fey is a killer comic 
actress—she could probably start and 
stop a Rolex with nothing but brain¬ 
waves. But even though she brings 
much more to the role than the movie 
asks of her, Admission doesn't have 
the courage to suggest that a childless 
woman who's doing work she loves 
just may have it all—or at least her 
all. Fey plays Princeton admissions 
officer Portia Nathan, a character 
who admittedly doesn't quite love her 
work, though she doesn't know that, 
yet. What's missing from Portia's life? 
Might it be ... a child? An old col¬ 
lege classmate, John Pressman (Paul 
Rudd), the half-twinkly, half-insufferable 
principal of an alternative high school, 
has contacted her about a weird but 
brilliant student named Jeremiah (Nat 
Wolff). Pressman believes Jeremiah 
might have a shot at Princeton. Fie also 
drops the bomb that Jeremiah might 
be Portia's son. Once she begins to 


see herself in him, Portia begins pulling 
Ivy League strings for this economi¬ 
cally disadvantaged yet extraordinarily 
bright kid, who might be what he 
Princeton student body needs—and 
what the admissions system guaran¬ 
tees Princeton is unlikely to get. Great 
comic actresses—like a Stanwyck or 
Streisand—can have a direct line to 
feelings we'd rather not air. Fey is on 
that track; her Portia is both madden¬ 
ing and deeply sympathetic—there's 
warmth behind her crispness, even if 
it's not the fresh-baked-cookie kind. If 
Admission were sharper, it could be the 
ultimate Mother's Day movie: A picture 
about a nonmother who cares deeply 
for the next generation, even when it 
hasn't sprung directly from her own 
womb.

BLANCANIEVES The new film from 
Spanish writer/director Pablo Berger is 
a silent, black-and-white film so witty, 
riveting, and drop-dead gorgeous that 
moviegoers may forget to notice that 
they can't hear the dialogue. Astutely, 
Berger has chosen to wrap his experi¬ 
ment around a tale everyone knows: 
the perils of that sweet beauty. Snow 
White. Flere, she is Carmen (Sofia 
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Oria), born in 1920s Seville to a mother 
who dies in childbirth. After the death 
of her grandmother. Carmen is sent 
to live with the paralyzed bullfighter 
father (Daniel Gimenez Cache) she's 
never met, as well as his new wife and 
former nurse (Maribel Verdu)—the 
very measure of a wicked stepmother. 
Eventually, of course, there will be 
dwarfs, but Berger's seven lugs are 
bullfighters, not miners, and one of 
them (Sergio Dorado) looks at Carmen 
(now played by Macarena Garcia) the 
way a prince looks at his princess. 

Don't expect Berger's Snow White to 
play out like Grimm's tale or Disney's 
masterpiece. In the hardscrabble reality 
of the flesh-and-blood real world, living 
happily ever after, the filmmaker sug¬ 
gests, is complicated stuff. (Not Rated)

THE CALL WWE Studios, the film 
production arm of World Wrestling 
Entertainment, breaks from its usual 
target audience of guys who like films 
about shirtless, muscley men with 
The Call, a suspense thriller starring 
adequate actress and Academy Award 
recipient Flalle Berry as an overcom¬ 
mitted, hotshot 911 emergency opera¬ 
tor. When she makes a rookie-level 
error that costs a teenage girl her life, 
she opts to hang up her call center 
headset—until the girl's killer kidnaps 
another teen victim. Locked in a car 
trunk with a prepaid cell phone, she 
calls 911. The middle third of the film 
comprises the phone call, a tight 40 
minutes in which the girl, guided by 
Berry, deploys the contents of the 
trunk (screwdriver, paint roller handle, 
cans of white matte finish) to make her 
kidnapper's vehicle more conspicuous 
while Berry presses her for details she 
can relate to the police. In a nod to the 


studio's usual demographic, two-time 
WWE tag-team champion David Dtunga 
plays officer Jake Devans, though fans 
hoping for spinning headlock elbow 
drops or backflip kicks will be disap¬ 
pointed. When the emergency call 
ends. Berry drives out to the crime 
scene the cops traced down and goes 
all Clarice Starling inside the spooky 
cabin where the bad guy keeps his 
Saw basement, which has to be seen 
as a departure from the film's thin blue 
line of realism, or the workaday reality 
that WWE became known for when 
the Undertaker defeated Kane with 
his signature Tombstone piledriver at 
Wrestlemania XX. (R) Chris Packham. 
Countywide. 

THE CROODS Regardless of its cave- 
men-acquire-brains plot. The Croods 
is no more evolved than your average 
kids' film, boasting modern attitude, 
animal-sidekick comic relief, familial 
struggles, and roller coaster action. 
While rife with contemporary lingo that 
makes little sense for a story about a 
prehistoric clan facing extinction, Kirk 
DeMicco and Chris Sanders' bouncy CG 
adventure at least partially offsets its 
stock formula with passable one-liners 
and sincere heart. The latter comes 
from the tense relationship between 
cro-mag dad Grug (Nicolas Cage), who 
values survival in dark caves over living 
in the light, and curious and headstrong 
daughter Eep (Emma Stone), whose 
rebelliousness blossoms after meeting 
creative-thinking, fire-making hunk 
Guy (Ryan Reynolds). Amid chase 
sequences set in an Avatar-ish old- 
Earth of colorful fantasy animals and 
enormous vegetation, Guy introduces 
the Croods to inventions like shoes 
and umbrellas—newfangled ideas that 
threaten Grug's patriarchal authority 
and bond with Eep. That these ancient 
ancestors of ours have superhuman 
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strength and speed is as perplexing as 
their banter is incessant. Their good- 
natured tale, however, does sweetly 
reconfirm that there's life still in the 
oldest jokes, such as a father's fear of 
his daughter dating—or, via a running 
gag involving Grug and Gran (Cloris 
Leachman), of a husband's hatred of 
his mother-in-law. (PG) Nick Schager. 
Countywide. 

EMPEROR Tommy Lee Jones pontificates 
and poses with hands on hips as 
General Douglas MacArthur during his 
scant screen time in Emperor, vainly 
trying to muster up a showy perfor¬ 
mance that might save this historical 
drama from drowning in torpor. Fie 
cannot, alas, given that Peter Webber's 
film spends so much of its energy 
detailing the efforts of General Bonner 
Fellers (Matthew Fox) to investigate, 
at the conclusion of World War II, 
whether Japan's Emperor Flirohito 
was responsible for Pearl Flarbor, and 
should thus be tried and hung for war 
crimes. Given its true-life basis, the 
story is already devoid of suspense 
regarding Flirohito's ultimate fate, and 
Feller's inquiry is made more sluggish 
by dramatically inert conversations with 
Japanese officials who don't realize 
that their lack of cooperation will doom 
their beloved emperor to the gallows. 
Their desire to praise the values of 
Japanese culture—honor, loyalty, devo¬ 
tion—is shared by the film. Amid the 
ham-fisted moral equivalency, Webber 
indulges in flashbacks to Feller's ill- 
fated romance with a Japanese beauty 
(Eriko Flatsune). Those sequences are 
a clunky means of conflating the per¬ 
sonal and political, and are ultimately 
low-lighted by abjectly corny scenes of 
Fox and Flatsune slow-mo frolicking in 
a sun-dappled bamboo forest. (PG-13) 
Nick Schager. Countywide. 

EVIL DEAD In this wittily gory remake of 
the revered 1981 debut of Oz the Great 
and Powerful filmmaker Sam Raimi, 
five college-age friends go to the ol' 
cabin in the woods where the nerd of 
the group (Lou Taylor Pucci) commits 
a common camping mistake: reading 
aloud from a book of the dead. Cue an 
invisible demon that uses tree limbs to 
rape and thereby possess Mia (Jane 
Levy), who returns to the cabin eager 
to slice and dice her friends, as well 
as her brother (Shiloh Fernandez). In a 
virtuoso feature debut, Uruguayan-born 
writer/director Fede Alvarez and co¬ 
writer Rodo Sayagues honor the motifs 
of the original, from the camera rushing 
pell-mell through the woods to signal 
the demon's arrival, to the deployment 
of a chainsaw in the final showdown. 
But the plotting as a whole feels fresh, 
as does the emphasis on women strong 
enough to defend themselves. Alvarez 
also honors Raimi, who co-produced 
this remake, in another key way: The 
film's special effects are created with 
old-fashioned prosthetics and buckets 
of blood, which lend a horrifically tac¬ 
tile reality to such moments as when 
the possessed Mia slices her own 
tongue in two. Dare ya not to look. (R) 
Chuck Wilson. Countywide. 

FROM UP ON POPPY HILL "It's right 
out of a cheap melodrama," one char¬ 
acter remarks in From up on Poppy 
Hill, after a particularly extreme twist 
of fate—yet this film's gentle storytell¬ 
ing manages to extract the emotional 
payoffs of melodrama without ruin¬ 
ing one's suspension of disbelief. A 
film about fathers and children, and 
the way we use the past as a prism 
for the present. Poppy Hill is fittingly 
a collaboration between Japanese 
anime master Flayao Miyazaki (Spirited 
Away) and his son Goro (Tales From 
Earthsea). Dur endearing protagonist 
is Umi (voiced by Sarah Bolger), a high 
school student in Yokohama, 1963. With 
an absent mother and a dead father. 
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Umi has plenty of responsibilities, but 
adolescence being what it is, she's 
dragged into helping her crush. Shun 
(Anton Yelchin), save a local clubhouse 
from demolition. If the film was merely 
a depiction of adolescent longing, its 
portrayal of that state alone would be 
worth your $12—unconstrained by 
the limitations of the human face, the 
animators paint remarkably nuanced 
states of teenage distress onto their 
principals. (You may be brought back 
to your own pimple-laden past.) Yet 
Poppy Hill also explores Umi's attempts 
to identify with a father she barely 
knew for the sake of her own budding 
individuality, and Shun's attachment 
to the clubhouse out of respect for its 
past. Some third-act revelations may 
really test the scales of plausibility, but 
Poppy Hill ultimately is not about its 
story as much as the emotional states 
it probes. (Not Rated) Zachary Wigon.

GINGER & ROSA Private dramas unfold 
against the backdrop of broader his¬ 
torical terrors in Sally Potter's absorb¬ 
ing coming-of-age drama Ginger & 
Rosa, set in London in 1962 as fears 
of nuclear war loom. For Ginger (File 
Fanning), the more central of the two 
eponymous teenage protagonists, the 
world—on both the micro and macro 
levels—is about to burst. Best-known 
for 1992's lush Orlando, Potter here 
forgoes her earlier unconventional 
predilections for a simple, direct 
narrative, although she sometimes 
overemphasizes points she's already 
made clear. The connection between 
nuclear bombs and nuclear families 
is made quite literal in the prologue: 
Opening with archival footage of an 
atomic mushroom cloud, the movie 
cuts to the birth of the title charac¬ 
ters, both pushed out into the world 
the same year as the bombing of 
Fliroshima. Seventeen years later, best 
friends Ginger and Rosa (Alice Englert) 
have blossomed into self-dramatizing 
adolescents, always decked out in 
turtlenecks, toggle coats, and other 
Beatnik-inspired ensembles. Ginger 
name-drops Simone de Beauvoir and 
proudly announces that is going to be 
a poet, while Rosa favors more carnal 
pleasures. Their responses to radio 
broadcasts about nuclear buildup also 
reflect their diverging beliefs: Ginger 
thinks they should protest; Rosa sug¬ 
gests they pray. Although the climax 
is overripe and poorly paced. Potter 
restores the calmer, observational 


tone and mood that distinguish much 
of Ginger & Rosa in its closing min¬ 
utes, a lovely summation of its main 
character's age-appropriate contradic¬ 
tions. Sitting silently. Ginger reflects, 
somewhat grandiosely, on what awaits 
her as an adult in a poem about the 
future—verse that is rendered in the 
simple rhyming scheme of a child. (PG- 
13) Melissa Anderson. Countywide. 

HAVA NAGILA (THE MOVIE) 

Something like the doc equivalent of 
a Yiddish-humor bathroom book, vet 
TV-doc producer Roberta Grossman's 
tirelessly glib little movie tracks the 
cultural trajectory of the eponymous 
song, "from Ukraine to YouTube," 
and makes a big tzimmes along the 
way about "being Jewish," as if that 
required practice. The historical 
roots of the song in the nigunim of 
Eastern European shtetls are traced 
within the first 15 minutes; thereafter, 
Grossman relishes doodling on the 
American diaspora and the growth of 
affluent Jewish culture after World 
War II, when the ubiquitous party ditty 
got covered by everyone from Flarry 
Belafonte (interviewed) to Bob Dylan 
(not), and grotesque bar mitzvah fetes 
were the defiant answer to memories 
of the Flolocaust. Patronizing from 
toe to chin, the film opts continually 
for self-congratulation and cheesy 
aphorism, and could've-should've been 
comfortable slotted into a half hour of 
airtime on TJC (channel 528 on Time 
Warner Cable). (Not Rated) Michael 
Atkinson. Edwards Westpark 8, Irvine. 

HIMMATWALA The pseudo-progres- 
sivism inherent in Himmatwala, an 
action-comedy remake of the 1983 
Bollywood action-drama of the same 
name, makes toxic camp of otherwise 
meaningless kitsch. Though the film's 
lead protagonist, played by Ajay 
Devgan, exclaims that history should 
not repeat itself, nothing about the 
new Himmatwala is different from 
the old one except that the remake's 
creators constantly wink at their audi¬ 
ence. Set in 1983, this Himmatwala 
nostalgically re-imagines the '80s as 
a time when real women, wearing 
hoop earrings and scrunchies, were 
terrorized by misogynists, and real 
men earned money by fighting in disco 
clubs decorated with pictures of Jean- 
Claude Van Damme and Pac-Man. 
Himmatwala otherwise follows the 
same plot as its 30-year-old predeces¬ 
sor. Ravi (Devgan) returns home to 
get revenge on Sher Singh (Mahesh 
Manjrekar), the corrupt politician that 


drove his father to suicide. To get back 
at Singh, Ravi hatches a plan with 
Rekha (Tamannaah Bhatia), Singh's 
daughter, and blackmails his rival by 
threatening to leave Rekha pregnant 
out of wedlock. The preposterousness 
of Ravi's plan is symptomatic of the 
prevailing wrong-headedness. While 
the creators constantly joke about 
how dated their film is, their latently 
sexist avenging-white-knight hero isn't 
substantially different from the original 
Ravi. So while Ravi's denim vest is now 
supposed to be funny, the fact that, 
as in the earlier film, he needs to stop 
a thug from plunging a knife into his 
girlfriend's crotch is not. (Not Rated)

THE HOST As with her Twilight series, 
the infelicities of Stephenie Meyer's 
The Host —drab dialogue, ridiculous 
plotting, more emotional crises than 
story—are enlivened by its thematic 
eccentricities. For all her program¬ 
matic love triangles, Meyer's fantasy is 
at least humane. You know how most 
fantasy adventures films have their 
ores or stormtroopers or Germans 
who the good guys have a grand time 
genociding? The Host's heroine—or 
heroines, more on that later—actually 
forbids her friends from killing any 
of the parasitic space-protozoa who 
have taken over the bodies of most of 
the Earth's population and are actively 
hunting down the last human survi¬ 
vors. Of course, that's only after she's 
slumped about for much of the story (in 
true Meyer fashion) trying to choose 
between two hunks who seemed to me 
interchangeable—despite living holed 
up in a Utah cave, far from civilization, 
both appear to have gym memberships 
and limitless access hair product. 

Once she is stirred to action, the her¬ 
oine—a part-human, part-alien frump 
played by Saoirsie Ronan—argues for 
peace. This isn't quite like if Princess 
Leia, post-Alderaan, urged appease¬ 
ment with the Empire as she sulked 
over whether she preferred Luke or 
Flan. Instead, Ronan's Melanie under¬ 
stands the low odds of a human victory 
and hits upon a solution that isn't all 
pew-pew. She even suggests to the 
surviving Earthlings that best way to 
handle the invading force is to show it 
love—the thing that makes us human, 
and the thing that the aliens can learn 
from. The movie's a slog, but it's nice to 
see Flollywood offer an option besides 
killing every motherfucker in the room. 
(PG-13) Alan Scherstuhl. Countywide. 
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IDENTITYTHIEF Here's a breakthrough, 
of a sort: The funniest scenes in 
Identity Thief are of Melissa McCarthy 
and Jason Bateman beating the hell 
out of each other. McCarthy—playing 
a multi-named serial liar and credit- 
card fraud artist we'll call Diana— 
clocks Jason Bateman with a vicious 
neck punch. Bateman—as yet another 
sane fellow whose life is infested with 
plot-driving crazies—clocks, tackles, 
and even brains her with the stolen 
bric-a-brac that clutters Diana's home. 
I'm not going to argue that this man 
hitting this woman for laughs is a 
progressive triumph. But it is at least 
a victory for whatever is the opposite 
of sexism. McCarthy gets bashed 
about like a Stooge, and she bashes 
back with riotous abandon. Sadly, 
the rest of the movie is a shambles. 

So, let it be said, this one time only: 
Here is a comedy that really could use 
more inter-gender violence. (I'll leave 
it to you to parse the sexual politics 
of McCarthy's insult after Bateman 
beans her with a knickknack: "You 
throw like a fuckin' girl!") The rest of 
the film, they're solo acts, each doing 
what audiences expect: She yells and 
exhibits an unsocialized horniness; he 
regards her with dismay and disgust. 
Yes, disgust. There's no way around it: 
The producers of Identity Thief seem 
to find McCarthy's real-world body 
loathsome. Her big comic sex scene 
is ruined by director Seth Gordon's 
refusal to shoot her below the chin, 
and her Diana is later freighted with a 
sad-clown back story and given a prin¬ 
cess makeover—penance, perhaps, 
for having roughhoused like the boys 
in the first reel. (R) Alan Scherstuhl. 
Countywide. 

THE INCREDIBLE BURT 

WONDERSTONE Steve Carell's 
gift is for men who might drown in 
their own obliviousness. When his 
40-year-old virgin insists that breasts 
feel like bags of sand, our laughter 
isn't just at his absurd cluelessness. 

It's at Carell the performer's ability to 
lay bare our near-universal impulse 
to lie to cover up our own ignorance. 
Carell again plays oblivious in the fit¬ 
fully inspired magician comedy The 
Incredible Burt Wonderstone, but 
he doesn't play human. As the magi¬ 
cian of the title, he's a dick David 
Copperfield on the decline, a third-rate 
casino act grinding through the same 
tricks in the same show he's been 
doing for a decade. Unlike that virgin, 
Wonderstone is cruel and dumb, capa¬ 


ble only of the most selfish and least 
inventive responses, which stiffs the 
long scenes of him sexually harassing 
poor Olivia Wilde (as Wonderstone's 
assistant) or berating Steve Buscemi 
(as Wonderstone's bickering partner 
in magic). It's a Will Ferrell-style 
part played by an actor lacking Will 
Ferrell's abandon. The film's biggest 
surprise is that, after Wonderstone 
loses everything, we're expected to 
feel something besides impatience as 
he learns to become a better person— 
and gapes like a child at the wonder 
of magic. The supporting cast is all 
first rate, although Wilde is asked to 
do nothing more than be pretty and 
earnest and put-upon. Done up like a 
goonish Brad Pitt, Jim Carrey applies 
his cartoon expressiveness to its most 
judicious ends in years, and James 
Gandolfini kills as a casino owner 
with no time for bullshit. (PG-13) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

JURASSIC PARK 3D "They do move 
in herds," Sam Neill marvels, purport¬ 
edly gazing at his director's miracle 
dinosaurs but in reality directing 
his wonderment right into the cam¬ 
era—and right out at us, the viewers 
whose herdability made such smash 
successes of Jurassic Parks one and 
two. (Our failure to turn out for director 
Joe Johnston's part three suggests 
that we at least prefer to be corralled 
by a master.) If you want to feel bet¬ 
ter about how Steven Spielberg can 
cue your brain to stirrings of fear or 
awe, it helps to think of him not as 
an artist but as an m.c.: Dude moves 
the crowd. Now converted to more- 
impressive-than-usual-3D, the original 
Jurassic Park is again set to herd in an 
audience, this time of parents already 
appreciative of its uneasy mix of 
Spielbergian wonder and Spielbergian 
terror, and of kids ready to discover 
the perverse pleasure of watching 
actors in their own demo scream 
and weep at the gnashing of T. rexes. 
Schindler's List, the other Spielberg 
hit of '93, acknowledged that children 
in terror are actually no fun at all; 
perhaps that's why that one's shown 
as homework and this one's given a 
multiplex re-issue. The T. rex is worth 
the wait, but the wait itself is even 
more memorable—that water-shaking 
rumble scene was the go-to demo 
reel for peddlers of surround-sound 
home theater systems for most of the 
'90s. For all the still-dazzling CGI and 
creature puppetry, what sells this is 
the storm's-coming wonder Spielberg 


hadn't summoned so smartly since 
Close Encounters, here spliced with 
the candied dread of Jaws. {PG-13) 
Alan Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

THE LAST EXORCISM PART II When 
the creators of The Last Exorcism 
Part II swapped pseudo-verite real¬ 
ism for psychological realism, they 
made it a lot harder to take their 
franchise seriously, especially now 
that you get a good look at actress 
Ashley Bell, who reprises her role as 
Nell, the possessed victim of demonic 
rape. Most of Part II follows Nell's 
attempts to overcome her fears of 
being attacked by the demon Abalam 
again. Throughout, Abalam's role 
as the negative psychic residue of 
the otherwise neurotically sheltered 
Nell's first hormonal stirrings (boys!) 
is overstated. Various well-meaning 
but incompetent parties offer Nell 
help, like her equally inexperienced 
bo^riend, Chris (Spencer Treat Clark), 
her fair-weather teenage gal pals, and 
the ghost of her abusive father, who 
keeps trying to caress Nell and then 
shoot her. Nobody really cares about 
Nell as nobody's observant enough to 
notice how shaken she is by Abalam's 
conspicuous visitations, like when 
Nell has a vision of her father being 
eviscerated by one of her new friends, 
then-possessed by the demon. The 
film's supporting characters are only 
distracted by Nell's behavior long 
enough to gawk at her. Everyone is 
insensitive for no good reason, depriv¬ 
ing Nell's hormonal problems of any 
psychological weight. The original 
film's jump-scare chills similarly don't 
work now that, minus its found foot¬ 
age, pseudo-documentary style, you 
can actually see the monsters jumping 
out of the shadows. (PG-13) Simon 
Abrams.

OLYMPUS HAS FALLEN The first of 
this year's dueling Die Hard in the 
White House opuses (to be followed 
in June by Roland "Independence 
Day" Emmerich's White House Down) 
begins with a slo-mo Old Glory and the 
first horns and snare drums of com¬ 
poser Trevor Morris' John-Williams- 
on-steroids score—and, well, things 
get a lot more "America! Fuck yeah!" 
from there. Directed at a jingoistic 
fever pitch by Training Day's Antoine 
Fuqua, Olympus Has Fallen quickly 
hurtles through the bare minimum of 
exposition—a square-jawed, newly 
widowed POTUS (Aaron Eckhart); a 
brooding ex-Secret Service hotshot

(Gerard Butler) who blames himself for 
the First Lady's death—before unleash¬ 
ing a small army of North Korean 
baddies on Pennsylvania Avenue's 
most desirable address.

OZTHE GREAT AND POWERFUL 
James Franco rivals his calamitous 
performance as Oscar host in Disney 
and director Sam Raimi's gargantuan 
attempt to turn L. Frank Baum's chil¬ 
dren's novels—and one of the most 
beloved of all Flollywood movies—into 
a wellspring of fresh product tie-ins 
and theme-park rides. A wildly inven¬ 
tive, unpredictable actor when he 
wants to be. Franco is all wrong for the 
role of a huckster sideshow magician 
who finds himself somewhere over the 
rainbow, trying to convince the good 
people of a besieged kingdom that he's 
their prophesied savior. Reading his 
lines with the sneering warble of the 
young Dennis Flopper and flashing a 
strained smile that's more disturbing 
than dashing. Franco may be the least 
convincing flimflam man in movie his¬ 
tory, more young Norman Bates than 
the man who would be Oz. Fle's sur¬ 
rounded by a Day-Glo freak-out of spe¬ 
cial effects and two very resourceful 
actresses, Rachel Weisz and Michelle 
Williams, reduced to glowering at each 
other and unleashing bursts of electro¬ 
magnetic fury from their fingertips. If 
only the movie could run off with Mila 
Kunis' radiant Theodora, a nominal 
"good" witch whose passions rage 
louder than most, who gives her heart 
too willingly and, who, when betrayed, 
turns positively green with jealousy. 
She's by far the most dimensional being 
in this flaccid 3-D affair. (PG) Scott 
Foundas. Countywide. 

THE PLACE BEYOND THE PINES Blue 
Valentine director Derek Cianfrance 
makes a concerted stab at the epic 
with this two-and-a-half-hour roun¬ 
delay of failed fathers and unloved 
sons trapped in a vicious cycle of 
emasculated rage. Ryan Gosling (and 
his chiseled abdomen) stars as a 
motorcycle stunt driver in a travel¬ 
ing carnival who, upon learning he's 
fathered an infant son, puts down roots 
in upstate New York and becomes an 
armed bank robber instead. Fie eventu¬ 
ally crosses paths with a rookie cop (a 
terrific Bradley Cooper), who becomes 
the central figure of the movie's second 
act, a charismatic climber in a precinct 
full of dirty cops (one played—in a folly 
of typecasting—by Ray Liotta). Finally, 
it's 15 years later, and the sons of both 
cop and robber (excellent newcomers 
Emory Cohen and Dane DeFlaan) find 
themselves sorting out their entwined 
destinies. Cianfrance's third feature 
has a go-for-broke, everything-l-ever- 
wanted-to-put-into-a-movie quality to 
it; it seems to have been conceived in 
a dazed rush after marathon readings 
of Aeschylus, Flemingway and Larry 
Brown. But while the acting is excel¬ 
lent, the metaphors are heavy, the plot¬ 
ting thin and repetitive. Sure to inspire 
indifference and cultish admiration in 


nearly equal measure, this extravagant 
mess may someday be reevaluated as 
a misunderstood masterpiece. (R) Scott 
Foundas.

THE PLAYROOM A child character 
endowed with an adult's intelligence is 
often a disappointing puppet through 
which an author articulates his or 
her own views. But allowing a bril¬ 
liant fictional child her own voice and 
agency (not to mention age-appropriate 
behavior) represents this whole other 
imaginative leap—riskier, but way more 
interesting and rewarding if actually 
pulled off. The Playroom, directed by 
Julia Dyer from an outstanding script 
by her sister, the late Gretchen Dyer, is 
a funny, sad story of a single evening 
in the lives of four brilliant children 
neglected by self-absorbed parents. 
Maggie (Olivia Flarris), the eldest of 
the Cantwell children, shepherds her 
younger siblings through the film's 
first five minutes with an older sister's 
mixture of affection and exasperation, 
settling them into their after-school rou¬ 
tines of homework and play. Then she 
cleans up the remnants of her parents' 
alcoholic debauch from the previous 
night and sneaks away for the one 
brief moment of fulfillment: She loses 
her virginity in the family's garage. 

The children spend the night in the 
playroom, but when they're unable to 
sleep, Maggie tells them an improvised 
bedtime story with protagonists whose 
problems map to their own. Shards of 
the story punctuate the film, a tale of 
orphans, loss, and flight. J.D. Salinger's 
genius child Franny Glass knows that 
she flies in her sleep because when 
she wakes up, her fingers are dusty 
from touching the light bulbs. That's 
overly precious; The Playroom jettisons 
all things cute but still takes flight by 
portraying the characters, adult and 
juvenile, under direct lighting, and ask¬ 
ing you if you care about them. (Not 
Rated) Chris Packham. Regency South 
Coast Village, Santa Ana. 

RENOIR In Renoir, a languorous look at 
the last days of the storied painter, 
we get a view of the artist at odds 
with a blue-haired lady's notion of her 
favorite impressionist. It's a pivotal 
moment of Renoir family history, with 
father and son both taking creative 
and sexual inspiration from a shared 
love object: Pierre-Auguste's last 
model-muse. Future filmmaker Jean 
Renoir (a vulnerable Vincent Rottier) 


is the middle son, recovering from 
a WWI wound at the family farm at 
Cagnes-sur-Mer in 1915. Renoir pere 
(affectingly played by Michel Bouquet) 
is 74, painfully hobbled by arthritis, 
and grieving the recent death of his 
wife. Christa Theret plays Andree, the 
vibrant, pretty-in-petulance model who 
revives his creative, if not other, juices; 
a startling scene reveals he wishes 
otherwise. Yet the film's real star is 
the color orange-gold with a touch of 
russet, making an early appearance as 
the hair-and-clothing-matched Andree 
bicycles in the sunlight to her modeling 
gig. Renoirs setpiece shows the artist 
working on a canvas, with Mark Ping 
Bing Lee's camera gliding to models in 
soft focus, a kind of live action impres¬ 
sionism and a new take on the familiar 
Bathers. Wisely, director Gilles Bourdos 
keeps the pace slow, what with all the 
tensions beneath the surface: Oedipal 
conflict, career choices, even class 
struggle. The ambitious Andree, aka the 
future Catherine Flessling of Renoir's 
silent films, tells Jean she won't marry 
a "plate painter," but a film director 
might do. (R) Marsha McCreadie.

THE SAPPHIRES This fact-based, girl- 
group empowerment story never quite 
soars, but has its easy pleasures, and 
it's likely to become one of those mov¬ 
ies everyone sees, maybe more than 
once. The wonderful Irish actor Chris 
O'Dowd, who played the laid-back 
highway patrolman in Bridesmaids 
(2011), stars as Dave Lovelace, a 
musician living out of his car who 
stumbles upon a gifted girl group in 
rural Australia circa 1968. The four 
young women are Aboriginals, and as 
such are shunned and abused by white 
neighbors they've known all their lives. 
When Julie (Jessica Mauboy), the 
one with the really great voice, sees 
an advertisement seeking acts to per¬ 
form for American troops in Vietnam, 
she convinces the others (Deborah 
Mailman, Shari Sebbens, and Miranda 
Tapsell) to audition. After Dave encour¬ 
ages the girls to switch their repertoire 
from Merle Flaggard to Otis Redding 
tunes, the girls soon find themselves 
performing in Saigon and the war zone 
beyond. First-time director Wayne Blair 
and screenwriters Keith Thompson and 
Tony Briggs, adapting Briggs' stage 
play, don't shy away from the era's 
social complexities, but they keep their 
eye on the ball, which in this case is 


the sweet pull of soul tune harmony. 
Why resist? {PG-13) Chuck Wilson. 
Countywide. 

6 SOULS In this silly but elegantly moody 
horror movie, Julianne Moore stars 
as Cara Flarding, a psychologist who 
specializes in multiple personality dis¬ 
order. When her shrink father (Jeffrey 
DeMunn) brings her in to examine 
soft-spoken David (Jonathan Rhys 
Meyer), the patient soon displays an 
aggressive alternate personality named 
Adam. Cara is thrown for a horror-film 
loop when she discovers that the real 
David was murdered 25 years ago, 
and thrown even further when those 
close to her begin to die, only to turn 
up as one of David/Adam's alternate 
personalities. Screenwriter Michael 
Cooney (Identity) has created a strong 
premise that eventually sinks into third- 
act predictability as Cara's investigation 


leads her into chainsaw-massacre hill 
country, where a blind witch cures 
the possessed. Silly stuff, and not too 
scary, but Moore and Rhys Meyer make 
the journey worthwhile. Perpetually 
tense, and endlessly resourceful, 
they're well matched and a pleasure to 
watch, especially in the early therapy 
scenes. Swedish-born directors Mans 
Marlind and Bjorn Stein demonstrate a 
gift for inspiring good actors, including 
Frances Conroy as David's mother and 
Nate Corddry as Cara's computer-whiz 
brother, and for camera moves so 
creepily smooth that you can practically 
feel the duo's deep longing to direct 
a remake of The Shining. (R) Chuck 
Wilson.

SNITCH Though Snitch loudly announces 
itself as a social-issues movie, its 
nominal outrage over the severity of our 
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nation's sentencing laws for first-time 
drug offenders is quickly subsumed by 
a jacked-up narrative of a father going 
to extremes to save his son. Inspired 
by a real-life incident detailed in a 1999 
episode of Frontline, the film tracks 
construction-company magnate John 
Matthews (Dwayne Johnson) as he 
offers to go undercover to nab drug 
dealers in exchange for a reduced 
prison sentence for his estranged 
18-year-old son, Jason (Rafi Gavron). 
The teenager, still apparently smart¬ 
ing over his parents' divorce, faces 
10 years in jail for accepting a pack¬ 
age filled with Ecstasy and refuses to 
concoct evidence against a friend to 
lessen his time behind bars. In order to 
assuage the hurt he's caused his first¬ 
born, John, after reading the Wikipedia 
entry for "drug cartel," first has 
closed-door meetings with a federal 
prosecutor (Susan Sarandon)—her vil¬ 
lainy signaled by both her childlessness 
and a snide remark about gay wed¬ 
dings—then drives 1,000 miles in a semi 
containing mountains of coke secreted 
in cement bags. As the plot grows more 
and more absurd—Benjamin Bratt 
shows up as a drug kingpin named "El 
Topo"— Snitch reveals another kind 
of political agenda. After telling his 
co-conspirator in the blow setup that 
"there's no way I'm going to let either 
side dictate our fates," John stands in a 
gun shop, coolly assessing the arsenal 
that's his for the taking. (R) Melissa 
Anderson.

SPRING BREAKERS "All you need 
to make a movie is a girl and a gun" 
goes Jean-Luc Godard's quip. Add to 
that a few more girls and their bikinis 
and you have the rough formula for 


Harmony Korine's Spring Breakers, 
which looks like the most expensive 
Girls Gone Wild video ever made and 
feels like a grindhouse version of a 
1950s beach-party movie: Where the 
Boys Are Pimps and Gangstas. It's 
impossible to say where exploitation 
ends and deconstructionism begins. 
Four undergraduate friends—Brit, Faith, 
Candy and Cotty—are jonesing for a 
primal escape. In a casting coup, the 
girls are played by Disney and Teen 
People princesses—Vanessa Hudgens 
and Selena Gomez, along with Pretty 

Little Liars star Ashley Benson-who 

set their good-girl images ablaze. These 
Cinderellas dream of the Florida ball (or, 
given the lewd drawings we see two of 
them making in their history-class note¬ 
books, balls), but a cash-flow problem 
threatens to leave them stranded on 
campus. So, they opt to hold up a local 
diner with squirt guns, ski masks and 
a Godardian resolve to transform life 
into cinema: "Just fuckin' pretend it's a 
video game. Act like you're in a movie 
or something." What follows is nothing 
if not bravura moviemaking—a robbery 
filmed in one continuous take from the 
p.o.v. of the getaway car as it circles 
the outside of the building. As a corn- 
rowed, elaborately tattooed hip-hop 
star with a sideline in drug aniJ arms 
dealing, James Franco a consistent 
astonishment. Franco and Korine are 
so suited to collaboration, it's amazing 
it didn't happen sooner—two prankster 
artists whose straight-faced self¬ 
parody can skirt the sublime. (R) Scott 
Foundas. Countywide. 

STARBUCKAn ostensibly feel-good 
French-Canadian comedy about arti¬ 
ficial insemination gone awry, Ken 
Scott's Starbuck mainly makes you feel 


like taking a shower. The protagonist 
is a hapless 40-year-old Montreal 
bachelor named David (Patrick Huard, 
resembling a younger, hunkier Daniel 
Auteuil, without the wild-eyed inten¬ 
sity), whose life is turned upside down 
when he learns that his sperm-donat¬ 
ing spree 20 years ago has resulted in 
142 children (now an attractive gallery 
of college-age hipsters, all of whom, 
oddly, are just dying to meet him). Will 
he take the easy way out and remain 
anonymous? Or will he step up and 
embrace fatherhood? Take a wild 
guess. The humor here is broad and 
sitcom-ish, and Scott displays little 
sense of rhythm; the film runs under 
two hours, but feels considerably lon¬ 
ger. And while there are nice touches 
along the way—notably a crosscut 
sequence in which David tries to get 
a glimpse of some of his kids without 
them noticing—the film's second half 
crescendos into full-on schmaltz. I 
gave up hope when all 142 of David's 
offspring gather for a weekend get¬ 
away of sing-alongs, pick-up soccer, 
and lakeside frolicking; the whole thing 
looks like an extended United Colors 
of Benetton ad (or a cult excursion), 
and Scott indulges in such cringe- 
inducing flourishes as a montage of 
close-ups showing the half-brothers' 
and sisters' various tattoos. From 
there, Starbuck devolves into a series 
of heart-to-hearts (cue cloying music) 
and, despite its self-consciously con¬ 
temporary subject matter, reveals a 
dismayingly retro message: Life has 
no meaning unless a biological father 
is front and center. (Not Rated) Jon 
Frosch.

Laguna Babylon 

Allison Schulnik’s creepy videos and art stand in 
beautifully ugly contrast to the Laguna Art Museum’s 

other show

W hile my colleague wholeheart¬ 
edly embraced the George 
Hurrell movie-star portraits in 
the modest upstairs gallery of Laguna Art 
Museum (see Stacy Davies’ “Hooray for 
Hurrell!” March 15), it’s Allison Schul¬ 
nik’s one-woman show, tucked away in 
the dark recesses of the museum’s base¬ 
ment, that really deserves the huzzahs. 
Curated as part of Grace Kook-Anderson’s 
bravura series of ex pose shows devoted 
to profiling up-and-coming and mid¬ 
career artists, the exhibition features the 
Los Angeles-based animator and abstract 
impressionist painter’s canvases and 
sculptures, as well as her gently weird 
stop-motion films. A fitting rejoinder to 
Hurrell’s sepia-toned Holl 5 rwood horse- 
shit, Schulnik also dabbles in the realm of 
film fantasy (the subject of 2012’s Scare- 
Bo series is based on Ray Bolger’s scare¬ 
crow in The Wizard of Oz), but she also 
embraces the world’s imperfections with 
a wide-eyed, naive hope, firmly refusing 
Hurrell’s whitewashed escapism. 

For instance, the lilting “Ready, Able” 
by Grizzly Bear, playing softly in the 
dark womb of the anterior screening 
room, seems the perfect soundtrack as 
the elevator doors open onto the gallery 
downstairs. The music video, called For¬ 
est and directed by Schulnik, has nothing 
to do with the song—not that many indie 
music videos ever really do—but take a 
seat and watch it in its entirety. Unless 
you’ve ingested LSD at some point during 
your life, you’re unlikely to have any clue 
about what you’ve just seen. A humanoid 
cross between Gandalf and a wall-eyed, 
albino Bigfoot stares at its twin on the 
other side of a river forest. One liquesces 
and flows into the water, polluting it, 
while the other smiles. Naked claymation 
imps squirm in the blobby, white hand

of the remaining figure, until they’re fed 
to a lizard/dragon that melts and shape- 
shifts during some sort of psychedelic 
experience. After Gandalf is sucked up 
into a plastic cube/spaceship, the remain¬ 
ing minutes of the video are cuts to more 
creatures, a host of disembodied heads 
straight out of The Haunted Mansion, and 
more imps. 

WTF doesn’t even begin to describe 
it. There’s more of the same in the art¬ 
ist’s other two films: 2011’s childlike, but 
completely disconcerting. Mound, where 
dozens of ethereal clay figures blossom 
and die and bleed into each other in an 
indistinguishable mass of eyes, erections 
and gaping mouths intercut with skel¬ 
etal, string-haired dancers performing 
Pina Bausch choreography. 2008’s Hobo 
Clown, also featuring hypnotic music 
by Grizzly Bear, is less inscrutable and 
seems more straightforwardly linear: a 
sympathetic portrayal of mental illness, 
as a homeless clown in a dark alle 5 rway 
morphs into a luminous white-faced 
clown, surrounded by colorful (albeit, 
eventually predatory) flowers. 

Psychosis, melting faces and nature as 
oppressive force also inform Schulnik’s 
paintings and sculptures in the next 
room. So new you can smell the oil paint, 
the pictures feature subjects surrounded 
by hostile landscapes, thick globs of paint 
on the canvases giving the work a prickly, 
grasping, gooey living quality. In the Cem¬ 
etery Boo series, a Walt Whitman figure 
(modeled by Schulnik’s partner) doodles 


in the dirt with a stick in a graveyard, sur¬ 
rounded by gray tombstones and emaci¬ 
ated trees stripped of leaves, or sits glar¬ 
ing at us as nature creeps in at both sides 
to surround him and his feline companion 
(in Cemetery Boo #2). In a recorded inter¬ 
view accompanying the show, Schulnik 
says she considers the title subject in 
her painting Bone/ess Horse a hero in the 
vein of Eeyore or The Velveteen Rabbit. 
Isolated by a dense black background, 
the desiccated flesh, yellow teeth, loll¬ 
ing tongue and black pits for eyes elicit 
sympathy for the poor beast, but it isn’t 
“heroic” that comes to mind. “Glue fac¬ 
tory” seems more appropriate. Likewise, 
the patchwork face of the Bolger charac¬ 
ter in Big Scare-Bo Head isn’t comforting 
or warm: the bone structure of the face is 
constantly shifting, corruptible, the skin 
full of boils and pustules ready to burst 
open and spray the viewer. 

Even Schulnik’s still lifes celebrate the 
tainted: Flowers are often used as sexual 
metaphors, but in the vibrant red, spread- 
eagled female nude on the vase holding 
October Flowers sexual isn’t immune to 
decay: the buds and florets are tinged 
with black. In Gourds and Flowers, blos¬ 
soms wilt and droop, the pumpkins look¬ 
ing like your fingers would easily punch 
through their thin, rotting veneers if you 
even thought about picking them up. 

While much of the work on display is a 
tad repetitive, and the show would’ve ben- 
efitted from the inclusion of some of the 
artist’s earlier, scarier work, what we do 
see is clearly not going to be to everyone’s 
taste, and I say bravi to Kook-Anderson 
and Laguna Art Museum for giving such 
decidedly original, visionary work a shot. 
I’ll happily take Schulnik’s shout-out to the 
depressing inevitability of time and nature 
catching up with us, and her embrace of 
the underdog over the airbrushed tomfool¬ 
ery of Hurrell’s Hollywood.

Oh, Hello 
Awesome! 

D anni Hong runs one of those blogs that 
makes you want to grab a blanket and 
toothbrush and live inside. I've adored Oh, 

Hello Friend (www.ohhellofriendblog.com) for 
years; her daily posts on design inspiration, 
vintage style and all things preeeeetty have 
prompted thousands of gals to gasp, swoon 
and immediately sign onto Pinterest. 

So naturally, when she opened a retail store 
in downtown Fullerton a couple months ago, 
lines swerved out the door. 

"My mom came to help with the opening 
and was like, 'What are all these people doing 
here?"' she says. "I told her they were here for 
the shop. She was like, ‘ReallyT" 

Really. Every inch of the cozy,Anthropolo- 
gie-esque space is filled with gifts and goods 
to make your day brighter—vintage wood¬ 
block stamps, illustrated tea towels, DIY ter¬ 
rarium kits, rolls of heart-print washi tape, tiny 
cake stands and snarky love-notes that read, 
"You had me at health insurance." 

Of the collection, the 27-year-old explains, 

"I wanted to create a place where you can 
find something unique." 

Hong, who studied graphic design at the 
Art Institute of California-Orange County, 
launched the Oh, Hello Friend blog in 2008 
to accompany her Etsy shop of jewelry and 
stationery items. (In high school, she and her 
BFF would address each other, "Hello, friend," 
hence the name.) She'd write about her inter¬ 
ests—^thrifting, traveling, note-writing and 
her now-husband and business partner, Nick 
Keith. To build the brand, she started selling at 
craft fairs all over the map, from Patchwork in 
Santa Ana and Long Beach to events in Aus¬ 
tin, Chicago and London. "At shows, people 
would always ask, 'Do you have a retail 
shop?' That was always a dream. Finally, we 
said, 'Let's just go for it.'" 

The couple transformed the spot with 
vintage-style touches, hanging strings of 
bulb lights and creating an Oh, Hello Friend 
marquee-light sign out of cardboard. It's been 
a labor of love (and too many paper cuts), 
but Hong says she doesn't see it as work. 
Recently, a blog reader emailed her about a 
tote bag that simply says, "Be Brave." The 
woman said she had cancer and wanted to 
bring the bag to her doctor appointments. 

"I was just like, 'Give me your 
address. I'm sending it to you now,"' 

Hong says. "That was really cool, just 
being able to encourage someone with 
a tiny little thing. People like her are 
the inspiration."

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Heckler Schmeckler 

How comics react to that one, not-so-special loudmouth in the crowd

W hen it comes to the world of standup comedians, at 
one point or another, every comic has shut down a 
heckler from the stage. Now we are calling them out. 
Aside from being completely annoying, your garden-variety loud¬ 
mouth at a comedy show is disruptive to the comic—who is in the 
zone doing his or her job—and ruins it for the rest of the crowd, 
who paid to see a show. Not cool. Consensus says that most heck¬ 


ling happens when someone is drunk. Even if you aren’t saucy 
but you are thinking about “getting your heckle on,” you should 
pretty much think about shutting the fuck up. We asked the pros 
what they think of hecklers and how they deal with this breed 
of a-hole “fan boys/gals” that shout out for attention just so they 
can brag about it later. After hearing their side, you’ll think first 
about adding in your own “two cents.” 
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BRAD WOLLACK: Fortunately, I’ve 
never experienced people seeking out to get 
burned but that’s annoying because it then 
becomes a whole thing about that individ¬ 
ual fan. That’s the worst part about heck¬ 
ling. It’s not even what you are doing to the 
comedian because 99 percent of comedians 
can handle it just fine. And 99 percent of 
the time the comedian will win. But really, 
you are distracting the rest of the audience 
from the experience and it’s not about you. 
They’re paying money to see the comedian 
onstage and they don’t want to hear Joe 
Fuckface decide to try out his best material 
fi:-om the crowd when he gets drunk. 

WAYNE BRADY: Those people probably 
just like that person so much that negative 
attention is still attention. So if this person 
feels that if they jump up and say something 
nice, they won’t have access to this person. 
But if they yell out, “You’re a dick!” or they 
try to beat the guy to the punch line to his 
joke, then they’ll have that guy’s attention. 
Then the comic ends up turning his come¬ 
dic energy onto the person and that just 
made their day. Then they’ll go online and 
go, “Oh my god! Joe Rogan just talked about 
me and my mom and called me fiaming ass 
weed! Oh my god my day was made!” How 
weird is that? I don’t get it, but it doesn’t 
surprise me. I will never understand people. 

GILBERT GOTTFRIED: What’s weird 
with hecklers is that sometimes they go 
against the wrong comic and then the 
comic rips them apart. But the bad thing is, 
a lot of these hecklers are drunk and stu¬ 
pid and if the comic calls them an asshole, 
they hear a laugh and they think, “Hey, I’m 
pretty funny!” And that encourages them to 
heckle for the rest of the show. They don’t 
know that they were the butt of the laugh. 

It just happened at my last show and after 
one joke this guy yelled out, “Boo!” And 
immediately another guy yelled out to him, 
“Shut the fuck up!” And that took care of 
that for the whole show! I thought, wow, 
that’s more precise and to the point than 
anything I could’ve come up with. Some¬ 
times it’s the old classics that work! 

MARGARET CHO: Hecklers are pretty 
common because there is always someone 
like that. It depends sometimes if you are 
doing later shows too because the drunker 
people get, the more likely it is to happen. 

I got more of it when I was younger, but 
there are definitely a percentage of people 
that feel like they’re adding to a show by 
heckling. For some reason, people are fairly 
intimidated by me so I don’t get as many 
hecklers as other people might. I don’t 
know why people are scared of me but 
there’s always been this weird thing where 
it’s like, “Oh don’t fuck with her! She’s crazy 
or something!” So I have that going for me 
I guess! 
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Ravenous Rapper 

Action Bronson is about to take a huge bite outta the 
hip-hop game. And he’s got the munchies.

I t’s lunch time, and Action Bronson is 
walking around Brooklyn, stopping at 
a taco truck and ordering, in Spanish, a 
torta de bistec, mushroom quesadilla and 
tamales. He’s come in from his home in 
Flushing, Queens, to meet with his label. 
Vice Records, where footage of the big 
man’s first-ever try at crowd-surfing on 
a recent tour stop in Canada was being 
edited. 

“I was in Toronto performing; they just 
show so much fucking love [there],” Bron¬ 
son says, in a quick-paced. Queens accent. 
“I just figured I’d show a little love back 
and fuckin’ throw my 310 pounds into 
the crowd, right up on peoples’ heads. I’ll 
tell you this—I was surfin’. I wish I would 
be able to do that again, but I don’t know 
who’s gonna show that much love.” 

It takes a lot of love to hoist a man of 
Bronson’s stature; his weight, which Vice 
label-mate Snoop Lion deadpans in one 
YouTube interview, “is a lot to deal with.” 

Bronson was born big, the son of an 
Albanian restaurateur and a Jewish 
mother, growing up in the same Flush¬ 
ing neighborhood where the 28-year-old 
still resides, where, naturally, good food 
was imperative from a young age: “I was 
always in the kitchen, so I grew up around 
it,” he says. “And I love eating.” 

Bronson’s boyhood consisted of pro¬ 
wrestling fandom, cooking in his father’s 
Mediterranean restaurant and getting his 
hands on as much classic ’90s hip-hop as 
he could. 

“As soon as I was able to think on my 
own, I was into it,” he says about his early 
infatuation with rap. “I used to buy every¬ 
thing to get acquainted with it. N.W.A, 


Mobb Deep—all the classic stuff, all the 
classic R&B from when I was growing up.” 

He was also a serious athlete in his pre¬ 
rap days. “I played Little League for like 
10 years in a row, played in high school, 
played football. Then it became bitches 
and weed. And money. And cars. And rugs. 
And drapes. And Faberge eggs.” 

Just two years into the rap game, 
Bronson has branded himself as the gour¬ 
met chef who happens to rap. Sure, it’s

schtick, but it’s as legitimate and truthful 
as schtick can get. A graduate of the Art 
Institute of New York’s Culinary Arts Pro¬ 
gram, Bronson has held down serious chef 
gigs in NYC steakhouses, including a stint 
at Citi Field, where he cooked post-game 
meals for the Mets. 

Bronson started taking rapping seri¬ 
ously after a freak kitchen accident—he 
slipped on an oily floor and buckled his 
leg. “I can still hear the sound of the bone 
snapping,” he says. On his 2011 debut LP 
Mr. Lector, Bronson concocted rhymes 
that reference cheese plates and lake- 
caught pike in the same stanza as lesbian 
cunnilingus and smoking blunts, while 
using a nasal, crass delivery reminiscent 
of Ghostface Killah, a boyhood hero he’s 
recently collaborated with on the song 
“Meteor Hammer.” He hasn’t cooked 
professionally since his debut, supporting 


himself and his family (he became a father 
at 21, and now has two young children) as 
a rapper. 

The food/weed/pussy formula is work¬ 
ing well for Bronson, who’s amassed a cult 
following of hip-hop heads with a pen¬ 
chant for gourmet eats, and vivid, some¬ 
times absurdist rhymes about bud and 
sexual exploits. His follow-up EPs—2011’s 
Well-Done and 2012’s Rare Chande¬ 
liers—feature production work by Statik 
Selektah and The Alchemist, respectively. 
The music caught the attention of Vice 
Records, a Warner Bros, affiliate, who 
signed Bronson last summer. 

He’s keeping details about his major 
label debut close to his chest: “It is called 
Saab Stories, [produced by] Harry Fraud; I 
only have one feature [artist] on there, and 
it’s not someone I’ve worked with before,” 
he says. “I can’t say when, but it’ll be out 
soon.” 

Bronson is also looking to set down 
roots here on the West Coast on a more 
permanent basis. He’s recorded his last 
several releases in LA, but insists that 
Queens will still be his permanent home. 
“I’m gonna get a spot in the Santa Monica 
or Venice area hopefully pretty soon. It’s 
a nice contrast from living on the East 
Coast, just a spot where I can have my 
family in where they can be comfortable.” 

When asked if he’s looking forward to 
getting his medical marijuana card, Bron¬ 
son is a little blase; obviously scoring herb 
has never been a problem, not to mention 
he doesn’t even smoke it anymore—he’s 
gone exclusively to medicating with a G 
Pen personal vaporizer. 

“I’ve just been smokin’ straight wax. 
The difference is getting 20 percent THC, 
versus 100 percent. You just get trashed.”

B eginning in 1972, with genetic manipu¬ 
lations of bacteria, a new breed of 
specially trained assholes have been 
fucking up the natural world, playing god, 
with no possible knowledge of the far- 
flung consequences that their actions will 
have on this planet.

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Stamping Their Passport 

A new record and a slot at Coachella could help the Colourist go farther than they thought

► ommunication between band mem¬ 
bers is one of the most important yet 
►often-overlooked aspects of being in 
a band. Just ask the Colourist’s Adam Cas¬ 
tilla and Maya Tuttle. Their previous outfit, 
Paper Thin Walls, won a contest to play at a 
Led Zeppelin after-party in London in 2007. 
It sounded great in theory, but when Tuttle 


forgot to inform the band she entered them in 
the contest, it caused some minor problems 
closer to the date. 

‘We found out about the Led Zeppelin 
show a week before it happened,” singer/gui- 
tarist Castilla recalls. “I didn’t have a passport, 
so I had to get one in literally 24 hours and it 
cost $500. If nothing else, when we formed 
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this band, we made sure everyone had a 
passport ready to go.” 

After Paper Thin Walls broke up, Castilla 
and Tuttle soldiered on, eventually adding 
Castilla’s friends Justin Wagner and Kollin 
Johannsen to become the Colourist. Within 
minutes of meeting them, their goofball 
chemistry is palpable. Sitting across from 
the quartet, we’re surrounded by high-end 
recording equipment, multiple guitars and 
scratched-off lottery tickets, the band’s 
guilty pleasure. They’re smiling and giddy, 
hardly able to contain their excitement. 

“We’ve all been friends, and it’s not like 
one of those things where you’re set up 
with random musicians to start some music 
group,” Castilla says. “We always have a 
good time together, in and out of the studio.” 

After five long months of recording in 
Eagle Rock, the Costa Mesa-based outfit is 
putting the finishing touches on their debut 
album. The 14 new songs (11 of them are 
making the album) are a departure from 
what most ardent OC supporters have 
heard. Recently, the band gave a glimpse of 
what’s to come when they posted “Little 
Games” to their website. 

Like plenty of successful bands, the 
Colourist have a knack for creating tunes 
that reflect on frustration inside an upbeat 
indie-pop framework. “All of our songs are 
like that; they have darker meanings, but 
they’re about pushing through and having 
happy endings,” Castilla says. 

After years playing shows in Orange 
County, the band caught the attention of 
reps from a handful of major labels during a 
residency at Los Angeles’ Bootleg Theater, 
where their live shows hit a peak. 

“Once we played those shows, we started 
getting a cool reaction,” Castilla says. “It got 
bigger and bigger every week.” 

While there were a few solid offers on the 
table, the band inked a deal with Universal 
Republic Records in July 2012. The label 
has allowed them the creative freedom 
necessary to make an album that will please 
everyone. 

The Colourist have their eyes set on a 
late summer release, but until then, they’ve 
got their bags packed ready to showcase 
their new material at Coachella—an event 
they say they can cross off their bucket 
list—along with tour dates supporting fellow 
up-and-comers like Metric, the Wombats 
and Youngblood Hawke. 

“There’s been so much blood and sweat 
put into this album, in the end, we’re just 
really excited to see how people react to it,” 
Castilla explains. 

No matter how far the new record takes 
them, the Colourist won’t need to fork over 
$500 for their passports this time around.

S ometimes the process of creating a 
labor of love from the ground up can 
be less-than-pretty. After months of plant¬ 
ing ideas for their sophomore La Habra EP, 
Gardeners Logic are in a hurry to find out 
if all the elements are in place to help their 
soon-to-be-finished recording make an 
impact when it sees the light of day at the 
end of April. 

The challenge, though, is being able to 
finish it in the midst of their second resi¬ 
dency at Detroit Bar, where the Huntington 
Beach band is filling up Mondays in April 
with various shades of indie rock and 
Americana lineups to support their acous¬ 
tic-driven, road trip-ready songs. As their 
April 29th record release approaches—the 
last night of their four-week stint—the 
promise of late-night mixing sessions, 
crammed schedules and copious amounts 
of sweat aren't enough to intimidate this 
young-but-scrappy crew of DC folksters. 

"We have this deadline now so it's gotta 
get done one way or the other," says drum¬ 
mer Matt Wilson. He's sporting a plaid shirt 
and horn-rimmed glasses as he sits clutch¬ 
ing a frosty beer bottle in Detroit's back 
lounge. Seated with feet dangling on one of 
the pool tables is thick-bearded front vocal¬ 
ist/guitarist Ian Bailey, whose songwriting 
takes cues from Wilco, Bonnie Prince Billy 
and Sufjan Stevens. While their previous 
EP favored melodic, story-driven songs 
about travel and passing adolescence, the 
new effort is more introverted and stripped 
down. Bailey, Wilson and guitarist Vince 
Phung (full disclosure: Phung also books 
local bands at Detroit Bar) are the main 
lineup, which once included seven people. 

"I was really anal about [re-creating] the 
sound of the record and we definitely got 


that. But as time went on, people had things 
come up ... school and all that," Bailey 
says. So we condensed down into a four 
piece... We got to tighten up and Vince 
[Phung] picked up a lot of slack on guitar." 
That fourth slot is usually rotated in by vari¬ 
ous DC musicians in their circle. 

The band started in 2008 as Bailey's 
sapling of a solo side project designed for 
music that didn't sit right in other bands he 
was in. Later that year he joined the Coun¬ 
ter Regiment, and met and started playing 
with Wilson and good friend Gary West¬ 
moreland. Though they fizzled in 2011, the 
three friends sprouted up a more impres¬ 
sive venture—opening Music Arts Produc¬ 
tion Studio (MAPS) in Huntington Beach. 
Wilson is the primary engineer, recording a 
variety of local bands, as well as his own, 
for the last three years. Once Bailey came 
in to lay down some of his Gardeners Logic 
material that December, he and Wilson saw 
enough growth potential to embark on the 
debut EP. 

Seven months later, after keeping the 
project largely under wraps, the band 
released the EP. It's anchored by howling 
indie pop gems like "Coyote Run" and the 
safe-sounding, alt-country jam "Costa 
Mesa," and snagged them their first resi¬ 
dency at Detroit. At the time, the venue 
served as an incubator for them to not only 
hone their sound, but grow their own com¬ 
munity of bands and collaborators, which 
now includes acts like Fellow Bohemian 
and Big Monsta (Wilson also plays drums 
in that band). 

So far, the second go-round at Detroit is 
a good place to spread out sonically and 
tease their new material while they finish 
recording it. Each night of the residency 
offers one track from the new EP, with the 
last night reserved for a set comprised of 
the first and second EPs back-to-back. One 
thing that sort of throws off this easily pre¬ 
dictable way of doing things is their choice 
to produce a music video for "Coyote Run" 
off of the first EP, instead of a track from 
their newer material. When asked about 
the logic behind that move, Bailey says 
people should realize that fruits of a band's 
labor have to come in an organic way. 

"It's definitely ass-backwards a little bit," 
he says. "We are also putting a single out 
for the first one after the second one comes 
out. But really, it's all just creative output."

tay centered, don’t lean too 
i much and hold on,” instructs
